To the Citzens and Tax-payers of the Town of Sandwich: 


e present herewith our annual report of the receipts and 
expenditures in the several departments for the year 


ending December 31, 1900. 


The Overseers of the Poor have long felt the need of im- 
proved quarters for the poor; but in view of the financial 
condition of the town, have been unable to agree as to what 
should be done. The Ageut of the State Board of Charity 
has notified us that the Almshouse is “unfit for occupancy”, 
and although the number of inmates is less than half what 
it was a few years since, it is evident that action cannot 
much longer be delayed. 

The Overseers reccommend that the town appoint a com. 


- mittee to investigate and report what action should be tak- 


en. We reccommend that the Town appropriate for the en- 
suing year for the Poor #3000; for Contingent expenses 


$1000; for Snow and Forest Fire bills $500.

SECRETARY'S REPORT. 


It vives me great pleasure to submit the tenth annual re- 


port of the Publie Library ending Dec. 31, 1900. The num- 


ber of books circulated was 5868. 


A change has been made within the past year in the re- 
moval of the railing before the book shelves. This is, we 
find « most sutisfactory arrangement, in as much as it en- 
ables persons fiee access to the books, withthe privilege of 


examining and selecting them at their liesure. It also gives 


them a broader knowledge and appreciation of the literature 
we possess, and is conducive to more and better reading. 

A goodly number of volumnes have been added the past 
year, thanks to the bequest of the late Miss Martha Hoxie, 
and those of a superior quality, which our limited means have 
prevented our purchasing, are now within the reach of all. 

We have recently (through some little technicality relat- 
ing to such matters,) received twenty-five dollars more 


_ from her bequest. This gift has been of greatest value to our 


library and is deserving our truest gratitude. 
We have received from persons who have become interest- 


ed in our library through the kindness and thoughtfulness 
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of Miss Julia A. Yard, a large number of books, and, we 
believe it is not generally known or understood, that we are 
indebted to her for the valuable framed art drawings that 
have, for several years past, adorned the walls of the Read- 
ing Room. 

At her reyuest, these were given her for our library by the 
artis B. Hall of New York. 

Almost all of the aforesaid drawings took prizes at the 
Cooper Union, and we should consider ourselves highly hon- 
ored by such gifts. Miss Yard herself has also given us a 
fine large collection of mounted art photographs, which should 
be of much assistance to the scholars of the various schools, 
us well as all others who are interested in this subject.

Bird Pictures. These were all much enjoyed and appreeiat- 
ed while here. 

It has now been ten years since the library was opened, 
and each year has added to the public interest in its behalf. 
It has grown slowly, but none the less surely, in its useful- 
ness and influence, and we trust the New Century will see 
it established yet more firmly, and honored as it deserves to 
be by every citizen of Sandwich.

REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
FOR THE YEAR 1900. 


To the School Committee of the Town of Sandwich;— 

Mrs. CLARK AND GENTLEMEN:— 

Herein is presented to you and through you to the citi- 
zens of the town, my fourth annual report as superinten 
dent of schools. It is the ninth annual report since the 
formation of the school superintendency district. 

WORK OF THE YEAR. 

During the year the cost of the schools for ordinary pur- 
poses has been kept close to the receipts; the attendance of 
the pupils has been excellent; their progress in their studies, 
as shown by the teachers’ records of recitations, examin- 
ations and promotions, has been good; and the discipline in 
the opinion of numerous visitors, as well as of the superin- 
tendent, has been satisfactory. 


Our schools are in good condition and are growing better. 
The work of the year has continued to be along progressive- 
ly conservative lines, the changes having been almost whol- 
ly those outlined in my preceding reports. Any one who 
visits our schools to see interesting work will find it. But 
if he expects to see something marvelous, dazzling or thrill- 
ing he will be disappointed, and in my opinion will deserve 
to be. We are trying to do plain, practical, honest work, 
not to make a show. There is something of truth in the 
common idea that in school affairs ‘No news is good news;” 
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that a school is like one’s stomach, if one hears nothing from 
it, hardly knows that he has one,— it must be all right. 
Perhaps the only peculiarity about our school system is that 
it has no peculiarities. We are trying not to give undue 
attention to the “mint, anise and cummin” to the neglect of 
the “‘weightier matters of the law.” We are attempting to 
work along the broad educational principles set forth centu- 
ries ago by such great teachers as Socrates, Plato and Jesus 
and ineuleated in recent times by such educational philosoph- 
ers as Rousseau, Herbart and Spencer. In the application 
of these principles; in the methods and details of the work, 
we endeavor to keep abreast of the times by following such 
educational leaders of the day as Harris, Eliot and Parker. 


OUR SCHOOL SYSTEM. 
METHODS OF TEACHING. 

Our system is flexible, not of cast iron. There is no ed- 
ucational machine to crush out the originality, the interest 
and the ambiton of the teacher. Instead she is offered freedom 
and help. In instructing and disciplining teachers are allow- 
ed to use any method which any considerable number of em- 
inent educational thinkers advocate or practical teachers 
have shown to be successful; and they are not forced to use 
any method which any considerable number of eminent ed- 
ucational thinkers condemn or practical teachers have found 
ineffectual. Our aim is to teach the subject rather than the 
text-book, and the child more than the subject; therefore our 
teachers are allowed much freedom in regard to the subject- 
matter to be taught. All this freedom does not, however, 
prevent the superintendent from pointing out mistakes on 
the part of the teacher; from insisting that she adopt good 
and if posible the best methods; and that she be sure to 
teach something: nor does it prevent a request for her resig- 
nation in the few, the very few cases where after a fair trial 
she is found unable or unwilling to do satisfactory work. 


GRADING. 


Our grading also is flexible. The work for each year in 


_ its nature aud quantity is what the best authorities think the 


majority of children are capable of doing and should ,do. 
There is a minimum quantity which all but the very slow 
ones can do and all but a few are doing it. Those who can 


not do or should not do this minimum work are allowed 
to take more than a year for the regular year’s work. Then 
_ there is an amount of collateral work for each grade sufficient 


to give all but a small number of uncommonly strong pupils 
as much as they should do. A few have done two or even 
three years’ work in one, which shows that we do not have 


the “lock step” in our schools. No one pupil should be held 


back to any considerable extent on account of any other pu- 


pil or pupils. In the common schools a child should be pro- 


-moted whenever his good requires it. In the high school a 


pupil is allowed to enter any class provided he can profit by 


the instruction given therein. 


WORK WITH TEACHERS. 


My work with teachers during the past year has been large- 
ly in connection the following half-dozen ideas;— (1) Disci- 
pline is the paramount issue in school. (2) Learn and apply 
the great educational principles. (3) Be careful about your 
duties as general manager. (4) Look around you. Take ad- 
vantage of your advantages. (5) Look sharply after mis- 
takes. Correct them effectually. (6) Pay close attention to de- 
tails, especially in the preventation of waste of time, energy 
and material. 


OUR TEACHERS,— WHENCE AND WHITHER? 


To me the only feature at all discouraging in our present 
situation or future prospects is the frequent change of teach- 
ers. Inno part of my work am I more painstaking than in 
the selection of new teachers. During the year 1900 in the 
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three towns of this superintendey district we employed 16 


new teachers, not including substitutes. Considering the 
whole number employed the proportion of new ones is very 
large. Of these 16 new teachers 2 were educated at a col- 
lege, 11 at a normal school (6 being from Bridgewater) and 
2 at a training school; 14 were graduates from the insti- 
tutions from which they came; and 10 had experience as 
regular teachers. Of these 16 new teachers 15 have, in the 
opinion of the committee, the superintendent and the public, 
been successful in their work. 

It is interesting to note what becomes of the teachers we 
lose. In the last three years during which I have been your 
superintendent the teachers in this district have gone to 
teach in more than a dozen different cities, as follows:— 


New York, Chicago, Richmond, Va., Providence, R. I., 


Boston. Somerville, Brockton, New Bedford, Taunton, 
Chelsea, Quincy, Waltham and Melrose. These teachers 
have gone’ to permanent positions in these cities at salaries 
ranging from about one and one-half to nearly three times the 
amount which we paid them. They have gone in almost 
every case away from their homes, which indicated that they 
were employed not on account of influence, but on account 
of merit; and so far as I can find out every one of them 
has been successful. I will add that some of these cities 
have taken not one, but several of our teachers; that a still 
greater number of teachers than have gone to cities have 
gone to large villages, many of which pay as high salaries as 
do cities, and many of which are situated near some large city; 
that some have gone to higher institutions of learning; that 
some of the women have quit teaching here on account of 


their marriage; and that of some I have been unable to fol- — 


low the record. P 


From these facts may be drawn valuable inferences as to 


the ability of the teachers we employ and their professional 
improvement while in our service, 


DRAWING. 


One of the gratifying forward movements of the year 
has been the placing of drawing on a sound basis by the pur- 
chase of sets of drawing models and the employment of a 
specially-trained teacher as a supervisor of drawing. Draw- 
ing has been taught in every common school heretofore, but 
the work was satisfactory only in patches, not as a whole. 


SCHOOLROOM DECORATIONS, 


Until recently not a school room in the town had in it 

anything of art value. Now every one has a few things of 
undoubted artistic merit. Indeed some rooms are so well 
equipped that more would tend toward overcrowding. 
Much credit is due to the Sandwich School Aid Club for 
their successful efforts for the cause of school-room decora- 
tions. A list of the decorations lately bought will be found 
in an appendix to this report. 


JANITOR’S WORK. 


The work of our janitors, of which I complained in a pre- 
vious report, is better than formerly. ‘The presence of school 
room decorations (combined with some expostulating and in- 
sisting) has had a wholesome effect, and teachers, pupils 
and janitors seem alive to the necessities of the situation. 
Some of our schoolhouses are models of cleanliness and tidi- 
ness. ‘This is a gain in an important direction. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


It would be a pleasure to speak of the progress of the 
High school during the past year, especially of the way we 
are meeting college entrance requirements, of the changes in 
the teaching of literature, of the High School Improvement 
Society, and of the number of our recent graduates who are 
attending some higher institution of learning, especially a 
normal school; but I refrain as an account of these matters 
may be found in the Principal’s report. There is reason to 
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believe that in scveral important respects our High school 


has never been in better condition, or at least not in recent 
years. : 
THE SCHOOL STREET SCHOOL HOUSE. 

It is doubtful if there is a citizen in the town who is not 
pleased that the School street schoolhouse has been practical- 
lv rebuilt, and that the work has been done as it has. 

Sonte of our residents remember that when the old build- 
ing was opened fifty or sixty years ago Horace Mann spoke 
at the exercises. Those who want to see what changes have 
been made in the last half century in schoolhouse architee- 
ture, or to see what a first-class school house should be, will 
be interested in this structure. The building with its acces- 
sories is not only thoroughly well-arranged, but handsome. 
While not in all its details theoretically perfeet, it is im all 
the more important features practically so, It has few su- 
periors of its kind in the State, and Sandwich should feel 
proud of it. 


PARENTS AND PUPILS. 


It has passed into a proverb that -*As the teacher is so is 
the school’, and as a general statement this is true, though 
I would prefer to say *+As the teacher is so will be the school”. 
The more experience I gain the more inclined I am to say 
that “As the public is so is the school”. My report last 
year was, I think more generally and carefully read, more 
favorably commented on and more productive of good than 
any other report Lhave ever written. This is owing, I believe, 
to the fact that a large part of it was taken up with advice 
to parents. A number of parents and teachers have request- 
ed that a part of this report also be given up to the expres- 
sion of ideas for parents. I have chosen to insert im an appen- 
dix to this report some suggestions to pupils which the teacher 
and I are frequently making. The purposes of these sugges- 
tions are; (1) that the public may know the aims of the 
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schools; (2) that people may have better ideas by which to 
judge how well these aims are being accomplished in our 
schools; (3) that correct estimates may be formed of the 
work of the individual teachers; (4) that parents may help 
their children by calling attention to these suggestions; (5) 
that correct ideas in an available form may be furnished to 
teachers, especially to new ones, and by them to be given to 
their pupils; (6) and that older pupils may profit by read- 
ing these ideas here. 


DISCIPLINE. 


It has seemed best to take ‘The Conduct of Pupils’. as the 
subject of these suggestions. Of ten teachers who are failur- 
es, nine fail in discipline. I am constantly trying to impress 
on teachers the idea that discipline is fundamental; not simp- 
ly because order is necessary, but also because character-build- 
ing should be the chief object of the school, and discipline is 
the basis of character-building. 


These suggestions are of the nature of explanations, hints 
and advise and are not intended as formal rules, although a 
few might be made into such. Some are general and so have 
exceptions, some refer to special cases only, and all must be 
interpreted by the light of common sense using them as a 
basis,— a few at a time,— many valuable short talks may 
be given to children on “Etiquette at School’, similar to 
talks that might be given on ‘Behavior on the Street’, «*Ta- 
ble manners”, “Conduct at Church”, and like subjects. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS. 


The thanks of all interested in the schools (and who is 
not?) are due to the voters of the town for liberal appropri-

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REPORT OF THE 
HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL. 


Mr. Burt Jay Tice, Superintendent of Schools:— 
Dear Srr:— In accordance with an established custom I 
submit to you my annual report. 

Because of the establishment of a ninth grade necessitat- 
ing a division of the eighth grade, because of the conse- 
quent higher standard of requirement for admission to the 


| High School, and because of the unusually small size of the 


one class in the school, our number has been slightly dimin- 
ished during the past year instead of being increased as I 
hoped would be the case. This loss is however more than 
compensated by a record breaking attendance, by a notice- 
able increase of interest, (commented upon by the principal 
of one of our state normal schools who visited us) and by a 
higher grade of excellence attained in some of the work at- 
tempted. 

Naturally we, a two-teacher country High School, with a 
small and ill-equipped laboratory, and a curriculum which 
makes no pretence of strict conformation to college require- 
ments, cannot equal, along all lines, the work done by the 
best schools in Massachusetts. We have felt, however, that 
certain major subjects such as Algebra, Geometry, English, 
History, Latin, Chemistry and Physics, shall be pursued 
more thoroughly than certain minor subjects which might 
be mentioned. During the,past year we have paid partic- 
ular attention to the English work. The colleges uniformly, 
each year, prescribe a list of English classics to be studied 
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a preparation for college work. We are now following this 
jist carefully, and are therefore equaling, in q tantity at least 
the work of the best Massachusetts High Sehools. Our 
work is in Algebra, Geometry, Latin, Freneh, and History, — 
also approximates closely the college requirements. : 

No thorough study is made in the lower sehools of our 
governmental system. It therefore remains for us in the 
High School to mike of our boys and girls intelligent Amer- 
ican citizens. An endcavor is made, in connection with our 
work in History and Civil Government, to instil into them 
a putriotism depending not merely on sentiment, bat upon 
a comprehensive knowledge of the complex and wonderful 
workings of the government of this great country. It is be- 
lieved that we cannot apply ourselves too couseientiously to 
the development in our boys and girls of a real love of coun- 
try. 

In June, at the close of the school year, graduation exer- 
cises were held in the High School building. The attend- 
ance of friends and relatives was large and the prevailing 
feeling seemed to be that of approbation. These exercises 
were held in the school building beeause it was felt that this 
was the natural place for work prepared without thought of 
ostentatious display, but with the simple desire of giving to 
the public the fairest possible representation of the work 
which we were doing. The average country High School 
graduation of today contains too much affeeted splendor and 
too little honest merit. . 


Our graduating class of last year are doing more than their 
share toward maintaining the high record established by for- 
mer graduates. From a class of six, two are attending the 
State Normal School at Bridgewater, one a Business School 
in Boston, and a fourth member is preparing to enter a Nor- 
mal School next fall. They are making the most of their 
High School education. 
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it was established by the graduating class of 
Piste, "wins, if followed by succeeding classes, will serve to 
Pexatiellisy and make more useful our High School building. 
_A considerable portion of the money raised during the 
‘ winter was devoted to the purchase of a bust of Shakspere 
_ which was presented to the school. This custom will help 
to establish a tangiible relation between our alumni and our 
undergraduate body, the former having a direct interest and 
“ownership i in something of which the latter have the use. 


‘= The Sandwich High School Improvement Society was or- 
oP ganized in March 1900. Ev ery member of the school has be 
~ come a member of the association and tle small self levied 
_ monthly tax has been promptly paid. A small sum has 
been expended upon art and the society is at present con- 
sidering the practicality of purchasing a Library of Literature, 
The name and works of the society explain its purpose. 

; Every pupil who is graduated from our Grammar School 
should later be graduated from our High School. Parents 
) ‘circumseribe and limit the usefulness of their children’s lives 
_ if they deny to them the fullest possible schooling. The loss 
of the knowledge and mental training acquired — a 
High School course cannot be compensated by a smal] 
salary earned in some local factory. Whatever may have 
been the wishes of the child, later, the man or woman, readi- 
ay acknowledges this fact. 

Parents should send their children to school at the begin- 
Mi x of the fall term. The child who enters school later is

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SUGGESTIONS TO MAKE TO PUPILS. 
ABOUT CONDUCT. 


I. CONDUCT OUTSIDE THE SCHOOLROOM, 


I. Start from home at such a time that you will arrive at 
school a few minutes, and a few minutes only. before school 


Opens, 


II. A pupil should consider himselfunder the control of 
his teachers from the time he leaves home to go to school 
till the time he reaches home on returning from sehool. 


III. Pupils are expected to go to and from sehool quickly 
und quietly, and in an orderly manner. 


IV. Pupils are advised not to bring to school anything not 
needed in school work and which can in any way interfere 
with school duties. Matches should not be earried loose in 


the pockets, and young children should not carry them at 
all. 


V. While on your way to or from sehool do not throw 
missils of any kind, including snowballs. Snowballing away 
from the schoo! grounds, however, is not forbidden with a 
person who has given you leave, or who has first thrown at 
you. 


VI. A pupil while off the school grounds should not throw 
missils, snowballs included, so they will strike within the 
limits of the school premises. . 


VII. A pupil while on the school grounds should not throw 
missels of any kind, snowballs included, at any person or ob- 
ject whether on or off the school premises. 


VIII. When in the school yard or elsewhere near the school 
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house avoid continued loud shouting or other actions likely

_ to annoy the school, the neighbors, or people passing by. 


f PIX: The use of tobacco or chewing gum and the carrying 
_ of any apparatus for shooting are forbidden to pupils while 
_ on the school premises. 


- X. Pupils should clean their shoes well on entering the 
schoolhouse. Remove over-shoes at the outer door. 


XI. Boys should remove their hats or caps on entering the 


schoolhouse. 


XII. Boys should not go into the girls’ hall or playground 
and girls should not go into the boys’ hall or playground. 


XUI. Do not go without permission into any study-room 
but your own. 


_ XIV. In walking in the schoolhouse move quietly, and with- 
out either hurrying or loitering. In stepping if you wish 
_ to avoid noise point the toe down, bending the ankle and 
_ letting the toe touch the floor just before the heel. Step light- 


ly. 


_ XV. In passing up of down stairs (1) walk, do not run; 
_ (2) use every stair, and (3) keep your hands down. Un- 
_ less arranged side by side by a teacher (4) keep to the right 
A and (5) walk single file. 


_ XVI. In walking or marching anywhere in the school 
building look straight ahead, and keep far enough behind the 
pupil ahead of you so that your arms, if stretched forward, 
would just miss touching that pupil. 


XVII. When standing or marching in line communication 


is forbidden. 
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XVII. Talking aloud and standing in halls cloakrooms or 


on stairways if forbidden. 


XIX. Do not not stand in doorways. In eold weather 


keep the doors closed. 


XX. All noisy or disorderly acts, such as running, jamp 
ing, pushing, striking, shouting, or throwing any article what- 
ever, are forbidden in all parts of the school building. 


XXI. At recess all pupils should go into the yard, except 
in severe weather. ‘They will be allowed to return soon, al- 
though it is generally better for them to remain out till the 
recess ends. Do not keep passing in and out of the school- 


house or any room. 


Il. CONDUCT IN THE SCHOOLROOM. 


I. Whispering or communicating otherwise without leave 
when school is in session is forbidden. 


II. Pupils must give their whole time when sehool is in 
session to the work of the school, playing or idling being 
forbidden. 


III. In many of the best schools pupils must keep all the 
rules of order for school hours duriug the whole time they 


are in the school-room. 


IV. After entering the school room do not go out without 
permission. Do not ask to leave the room except for strict- 
ly necessary reasons. Only one pupil of the same sex will 
generally be allowed out at the same time during study 
hours. 


V. On entering and before leaving your room always see —

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_ that your desk and the surrounding floor are in order. 


VI. Find out what lessons have been given out, sharpen 
pencils, take a drink of water, and make other preparations 
before the school is called to order. 


VII. When some pupil is at the waste basket, pencil sharp- 
ener, washstand, book-closet or book-shelf keep your seat till 
that pupil goes away. 


VIII. When the signal is given to come to order sit in 
“position”; that is with your feet flat on the floor, your 
hands in the lap or folded, the body erect, and the face to 
the front. At the opening and closing of school put all 
books, ete., into your desk. 


IX. Inschool time try to be as quiet and orderly as soldiers 
are on parade, or as people are at church services. 


X. Communicating without permission when school is in 
session, studying aloud, or making buzzing or humming 
sounds at any time are disorderly acts and are forbidden. 


XI. If you have a good reason for speaking to any pupil 
go to your teacher and ask permission. It will be given if 
necessary. 


XII. When school is in session do not speak to your teach- 
er or any pupil without getting leave from the teacher. 


XIII. In sthool it is not impolite to pay no attention to a 
pupil who whispers to you without permission. 


XIV. When you have not work enough to keep you ne 
report the fact at once to your teacher. 


XV. The reading of matter not closely connected with 
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your studies is not allowable after school | as 
order.

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FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


SECRETARY’S REPORT. 


I herewith submit the twelfth annual report of the Pub- 
lic Library. 

The Board of Trustees has, during the year, sustained a 
very great lossin the death of its beloved and esteemed 
president, The Hon. Chas. Dillingham, which occurred Jan. 
27th, and at its annual meeting in May, appointed a com- 
mittee of three, consisting of Col. Chas. L. Norton, Mr. B. 
G. Bartley and Mr. F. 8. Pope Jr, to draw up appropriate 
resolutions concerning the same. ‘This was done, and enter- 
ed upon the records of the library, and a copy sent to the 
bereaved family. 

Col. Chas. L. Norton was elected Chairman of the Board 
for the ensuing year. The number of books circulated was 
6975, being an increase of 372 over that of 1901, and 139 
books have been purchased. As there has been a steady in- 
crease in the number of books circulated each year, which 
has devolved more labor on the librarian, it was voted to in- 
crease the salary to 4100. per annum. 


It would seem a matter of prudence to have the contents 
of the library insured. We have now something like two 
thousand volumes, besides the furnishings of the Reading 
Room, and should there be accident by fire without insur- 
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ance, it would mean a heavy loss to the town that could not 
easily be replaced. All of the bequest of the late Martha 
Hoxie has now been used, and unless the town appropria- 
tion exceeds that of the past few years, there will be no 
funds with which to purchase new books for 1903, or insure 
the contents of the library, We would respectfully ask for 
an appropriation of $300.

Mr. Thomas W. Lawson of Boston, has presented the li- 
brary with one of his magnificent volumes, profusely illust- 
rated, of, “The lawson History of the America’s Cup,” 
which contains a permanent record of international yacht- 
ing. Miss Deborah Hamblin of Yarmouthport, has given 
“A Memorial of General Joseph Eldridge Hamblin”. Gen. 
Hamblin was the only field officer on the Cape who attain- 
ed the rank of brevet major general in the Civil War. 


The Land and Harbor Commission has added a very val- 
uable work—*Boundrry Lines of the Town of Sandwich”, 
while Mr. Chas. H. Pope of Boston, compiler and publisher, 
has furnished us with **A History of the Pope Family.” 

Mrs. H. A. Belcher has, several times during the year, 
given us a generous number of volumes of the best and most 
popular fiction of the day.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


For THE YEAR 1902. 


To the School Committee of the Town of Sandwich ;— 


Mrs. CLARK AND GENTLEMEN:— 


| epee is presented to you and through you to the citizens 
of the Town, my second annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. It is the eleventh report since the formation of 
this Superintendency District. A law of Massachusetts re- 
quires all school committees to make annually ‘a detailed 
report of the condition of the several public schools”. This 
report of the superintendent is intended to fulfil the condi- 
tions imposed by the law. 


WORK OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


Your Superintendent made during the year ending Dec. 


81, 1902, 319 visits to the schools of this district. A brief 
outline of some of the work that he has attempted follows. 


He has taught in the schools, in some instances taking charge 
of a room for-almost an entire session; he has prepared and 
given tests; it has been his purpose to have a personal ac- 
quaintance with as many as possible of the pupils under him; 
he has each term made a thorough examination of all school 
records; as planned in last year’s report he has directed all 
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promotions; all supplies have been ordered, received, and dis- 
tributed by him. A great deal of time has been spent in con- 
ference with teachers, and most of this work has been done 
either at recess or after school, because of the feeling that 
the time of the teacher during school hours belongs and 
should be given to the children; your superintendent has en- 
deavored to make his criticisms constructive rather than de- 
structive; to secure and hold the confidence of every teacher 
in the district has been his special aim, in order that the 
teacher might feel free to confess his short-ecomings and 
mention his successes. He has hired all teachers, attended 
all Committee Meetings, directed the work of the Teachers’ 
Club, carried on a large correspondence with the “teachers 
of the district and others, and has done many other things. 
The number of general meetings for teachers held during 
the year has been small, it seeming desirable and econom- 
ical to transact all business with teachers as individuals 
whenever possible. | 


QUOTATIONS FROM STATUTES. 


It is worth while to review occasionally the more impor- 
tant portions of the state laws relating to publie instruction. 

Last July a law became oj erative which requires every 
town to employ a Superintendent of Schools under regula- 
tions imposed by the law of 1888. 

“\ pupil who is absent during more than half asession shall 
be marked and counted as absent for that session.” 

“Every person having under his control a child as described 
in this section, shall cause him to attend school and if he fails, 
for five day sessions or ten half day sessions within any period 
of six months while under such control, to cause such child, 
whose physical or mental condition is not such as to render his 
attendance at school harmful or impracticable, so to attend 
school, he shall, upon complaint by a truant officer and convic- 
tion thereof, be punished by a fine of not more than twenty dol- 
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jars. Whoever induces or attempts to induce a child to absent 
himself unlawfully from school, or employs or harbors a child 
who, while school is in session, is absent unlawfully from school, 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than fifty dollars.” 

“A child who is a member of a household in which a person 
is ill with smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or measles, or of a 
household exposed to such contagion from another household 
as aforesaid, shall not attend any public school during such 
illness nor until the teacher of the school has been furnished 
with a certificate from the board of health of that city or town, 
or from the attending physician of such person, stating that, ina 
ease of smallpox, diphtheria or scarlet fever, at least two weeks, 
and in a case of measles, at least three days have elapsed since 
the recovery of, removal or death of such person, and that dan- 
ger of conveying such disease by such child has passed.” 

“No child shall under the age of fourteen years be employed 
in any factory, workshop, or mercantile establishment.” 

“Whoever distributes a book, pamphlet, ballad, printed pa- 
per or other thing containing obscene, indecent, or impure lan- 
guage, shall be punished by imprisonment in the state prison not 
exceeding five years, or by imprisonment in the jail not exceed- 
ing two years, and by fine not exceeding one thousand dollars 
nor less than one hundred dollars.” 

It is provided by law that every child must be vaccinated. 
At the last session of the Legislature a law was enacted 
which makes it possible for the town to receive in behalf of 
its high school, providing said high school is approved by 
the State, additional aid amounting to $800 per year. A 
preliminary visit to our school has been made by an agent 
of the State Board of Education 


ATTENDANCE. 


As the table shows, the per cent of attendance for 1902 
was 91.2 as compared with 95.1 for 1901. It is true that a 
hard winter interfered with the attendance, but an examin- 
ation of individual cases reveals the fact that more absences 
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are due to parental negligence than to distance and bad 
weather. It is evident that parents forget that they are 
breaking the law when they keep their children out of school 
to run errands or do similar home work. 


The East Sandwich School has the highest per cent of at- 
tendance for the year and the Lower Grammar holds second 


place. 
TEACHERS. 


The following is quoted from a recent report of a Barn- 
stable County superintendent:— ‘Experience has proved 
that the most incompetent teachers sometimes come to uS 
with the highest of recommendations and withappearances in 
their favor, so that after due and careful consideration of 
candidates we are liable to engage teachers who will prove 
to be incompetent.” 


It is now my opinion that all teachers hired for the larger 
and more difficult schools of this town should have both 
training of some sort and a successful experience; and that 
if either condition must be omitted, it would better be the 
former. As the superintendent quoted above has hinted,— 
under the most favorable conditions, the hiring of teachers 
for a country district is bound to have in it more or Jess ot 
the elements of a lottery. A choice of candidates must be 
base | largly on written opinions, which may have been writ- 
ten by personal friends of the candidate, who neglect to 
mention his faults and overestimate his abilities. It is ey- 
ident that the country school with its many grades should 
have the best teacher in the market; but it is also evident that 
these best teachers naturally gravitate toward the city where 
the pay is larger and the work easier. 

The hiring of home teachers frequently produces a poor 
school system. Everywhere superintendents are complain- 


ing that the weak candidates who are chosen and retained 
are the home candidates. Here in Sandwich where it has 
been the policy of the Committee to hire home talent only 
after it has demonstrated its ability to teach, the employ- 
ment of native teachers has been a decided success. The 
retention of a good teacher for a period of years tends more 
than any other one thing to establish a good school system. 


Our present corps.of teachers have all had _ professional 
training,— five are graduates of normal schools, and two 
have been college students; of the remaining three, one has 
studied at a normal school, one at a training school, and the 
third at a summer school.

A SIGN OF GOOD TEACHING. 


Some of our teachers, when conducting a recitation, de- 
pend too much upon the text book. The really good teach- 
er, having assigned the lesson topically whenever possible, 
makes the recitation mean more than the repeating by the 
pupil of a certain number of facts found in a particular book. 
Having carefully studied the lesson himself, he is able to dis 
card the book entirely, to bring out new facts not contained 


in the printed lesson,—facts which establish a relation be- 
tween the subject matter of the book and the life interests 
of the pupil,—to avoid awkward pauses, to give life and vigor 
to the recitatiou, and to gain and hold through his interests 
the pupil’s attention. Is it more allowable for a teacher to 
use the book during a recitation than for a pupil? Home 
preparation for the work of the next day is certainly an es- 
sential part of a teacher’s work, whether he be employed in 
a grammar or aprimary room. Regarding the latter, super 
intendent Hatch of New Bedford says:— ‘Many primary 
teachers unfortunately think that they do not need to study 
as those of higher grades do. Nothing is more detrimental 
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to their success than to think this.” A teacher in one of 
the Bourne primary schools recently told me that she always 
devoted not less than two hours to the preparation of the 
next day’s work. She is making herself a good teacher. 


FINANCES. 


Our financial statement shows that although unexpected 
and extensive repairs and alterations were necessary at 
School Street, and although the school appropriation was 
lower than for several years, we nevertheless have a balance 
of unexpended money. ‘This satisfactory condition of affairs 
is partly due to the fact that we received last year an un- 
usually large amount of money from the State School Fund, 
an amount larger than has been received in the past, or 
will be received in the future. Then too, we have not, as 
has usually been done, purchased sufficient fuel for the entire 
school year. It will therefore be necessary to use a part. of 
the appropriation for 1903 to purchase fuel for the remain- 
der of this school year. 


Because the Forestdale school has been reopened, and be- 
cause the lengthening of the fall term has brought an extra 
week into the financial year, the money expended for teach- 
ers’ salaries during 1902 has been greater than in1901. 

The bill for supplies is apparently large. This is due to 
three causes. (1) A larger amount than usual has had to 
be spent in replacing worn out text books. (2) A tempor- 
ary expense has been incurred in introducing the Nichols’ 
arithmetics. In time the Nichols’ system will be more econ- 
omical than systems previously used; for itis arranged in 
small books, so that the pupil instead of wearing out a large 
book, is using only a small volume which costs but little. 
(3) Under the heading “Supplies” are included various bills 
for material used in repairing school buildings. 
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Wood has been burned this fall in all the schools; therefore 
the expense for fuel has not been inordinately great. There 
are still some outstanding bills for wood furnished. The 
prospect now is that more money than usual will be needed 
for the purchase of coal for next year. 

The expenditures for school purposes in 1892 was $6550. 
82; in 1895, $6206.14; in 1897, 86305; as compared with 
$5950.61 for 1902. Probably a large part of this apparent 
decrease in school expenses is due to the consolidation under 
one roof of all the village schools. 


METHODS. 


Few innovations or changes in the work of the schools 
have been made during the year. There is simply and al- 
ways a constant striving to do all of the work better. 

_ Simple work in history is being attempted in the lower 
grades. ‘The biographical method is used. Pamphlet ma- 
terial has been placed in the hands of the teachers. 

Inexpensive charts of Bourne, Sandwich, Wareham, Ply- 
mouth, and the surrounding country, which were prepared 
by the Topographical Survey Commission, have been provid- 
ed for the use of the teachers taking up Home Geography 
in the 4th and Sth grades. An attempt has been made to 
put the teaching of geography on a better basis. 

As has been previously stated, the Nichols’ arithmetics 
are now used in our schools. Some ofthe strong features of 
this system are as follows:— (1) the pupil uses the book ° 
from the second grade on; (2) the work is so well graded 
and the topics are so simply developed, that the child is able 
to gain all of his arithmetical knowledge by independent 
reasoning; (3) a great many oral problems are given; (4) in 
the way of problems, ‘* practical everyday questions” are off- 
ered instead of ‘‘mental gymnastics;” (5) the book affords 
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constant review, making special review unnecessary; (6 )the 
problems are very interesting because they are so varied. 


During the spring term each child above the 4th grade 


spent fifteen minutes at the beginning of each morning ses-— 


sion writing upon any suitable topic which pleased his fan- 
ey. The tergher did not attempt to correct all of these com- 
positions, but each morning spent five minutes talking over 
with the school some of the most striking mistakes of the 
day before. Sometimes she read one of the best written 
productions. Sometimes a child wrote at the board instead 
of at his seat, and, when he had finished, the school correct- 
ed his work. The good results of this work were noticeable; 
for it not only taught the pupil to write more easily, but it 
also brought to the attention of the teacher individual mis- 
takes which the pupil until corrected had been making over 
and overagain. This writing is now encouraged but not re- 
quired. 

The knowledge of language and grammar displayed by 
our high school pupils is not strong. Definite weaknesses 
being pointed out by the high s-hool teachers,—weaknesses 
that the high school English work constantly brought out,— 
teachers of the lower grades were asked to attempt to cor- 
rect these errors. Oral tests show a distinet gain, but the 
situation is now far from satisfactory. It is certain that the 
school must have the co-operation of the home if the ehild- 
ren are to become users of good English. The greater part 
of the child’s life is spent in his home, and if the parents 
say, ‘the aint going”, and “between you and I’, it is com- 
paratively of little use for the teacher to teach that ‘the isn’t 
going’, and ‘between you and me”, are correct. It is not 
enough that the child knows the correct form; it must come 
about that it is more natural for him to wse the correct form 
than the incorrect. It is certain that this result cannot be 
attained without the help of the home. 
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Rightly directed activity is the secret of good discipline. 
Following out the same thought, passivity,— keeping quiet 
and doing nothing,— is certainly not a characteristic of a 
well disciplined school. All of our teachers realize the im- 
portance of the above truths, and are endeavoring to put 
them into practical operation. An attemptis being made 
to provide for every pupil work enough to keep him busy, 
and only those occupations are provided which are known 
to have educational value. [or illustration, the first grade 
pupil in his use of the pexging board is doing more than 
merely keeping busy: in arranging the pegs, he is learning 
form, is getting an idea of number relations, and is distin- 
guishing color. It is especially important that every pri- 
mary teacher shall make sure that every one of her pupils 
is learning something from all that he does. The use of busy 
work should be to teach rather than to amuse. 


WHAT A YOUNG BOY OUGHT TO KNOW. 


The following quotation is taken from the Aurora, I]linois, 
school report. It needs no comment nor explanation. 


“In the education of children there are few subjects more 
important than, and none that require such delicacy of 
treatment as those physiological facts and Jaws bearing upon 
the subject of sex. That both parents and teachers should 
shrink from dealing with this question is hardly to be won- 
_ dered at, in view of the many difficulties lying in the way ° 
of its treatment and the instinctive silence which nature 
seems to have ordained concerning it. As a partial solution 
of this difficulty I desire to recommend a little volume en- 
titled, “What a Young Boy Ought to Know”, by Sylvanus 
Stall. It deals with the subject from a physiological and 
hygienic standpoint, and treats it with great delicacy and 
purity. I would suggest that parents purchase this book, 
read it themslves, and place it in hands of their boys”. 
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SCHOOL AND LIBRARY. 


Definite and detailed reference was made to this topic in 
last year’s report. A list of books for the respective grades 
was printed and all of these books were placed in the Public 
Library. Written reports were received in June from all 
teachers. Extracts from these reports follow. One report 
is printed in full as fairly representative of all the reports. 


“About two thirds of the school have read at least five 
books of the published list.” 


“There is evidence of very little newspaper reading.” 
Current topics are taken up once a week with the seventh 
and eighth grades, and I find the boys much better posted 
than the girls” 


“I have obtained library cards for all the pupils who are 
old enough to have them.” 


‘‘T have found that it is dificult on account of distance 
from the library to get the books wanted. There have been 
eighteen of the books of the published list read.” 


“Each scholar has read about six books.” 
“T find that the parents have chosen excellent books.” 


‘From my school 81 per cent have been interested in the 
books suggested to them and have read some of the books. 
50 per cent have read more than four books. I have a very 
few who are interested, I fear, in bad literature. I mean 
by that the “mildly extravagant” and “sensational” kind. 
Newspapers are not read at home as much as I could wish. 


The discouraging feature of this work is the diffieulty of 
getting books from the library. The encouraging feature is 
that I have interested in good reading some pupils who were 
not interested before. I have read often to the children 
from the books of desirable writers, especially the nature 


writers. There is no school libbrary. I have loaned many 
of my own books for them to read and also have taken 
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books from the town library for their use. 


The foregoing statements show that results are being at- 
tained in this work. There are certain books which should 


be purchased and owned by every family in which there are 
children. Many lists of such books are now printed, and 
there are on file in the superintendent’s office several of these 
lists. The names of good books for children, and their pub- 
lishers, will gladly be sent to any parent who makes appli- 
cation for the same. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 
| 
| 
_ Three statute requirements must be met if we are to re- 
ceive from the State the $300 aid already mentioned:— we 
must be able to fit pupils for college; two teachers must de- 
vote their entire time to high school work; and the school 


year must be at least thirty six weeks in length. 


A room has been finished on the second floor of the high 
school building and is being used as a laboratory for chem- 
istry. The Trustees of the Sandwich Academy generously 
furnished the money for this work. 

| 


Placing the ninth grade in the high school building’ has 
certainly resulted in a strengthening of our school system. 

The work being done in Current Events in our high school 
is worthy of special praise. It tends towards good citizen-

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DIFFICULTIES. 


There is no doubt that a great part of the poor work done 
by pupils in our schools is attributable directly to weakness- 
es of eyes andears. In many cities the eyes and ears of pu- 
pils are examined annually without charge, and if necessary 
a prescription is given. Here in the country parents ought 
at least to be warned and advised to have an examination 
made on the slightest suspicion that there is anything wrong. 
If apupil holds his book too near to or too far from his eyes, 
the teacher is supposed to make it a point to eall the atten- 
tion of the parent to the fact. 


There are children who can learn their lessons with but 
little effort, and there are children who cannot learn their les- 
sons though they exert great effort. The former class re- 
ceives high marks and the latter class low maiks. In life the 
world’s greatest rewards are as often bestowed upon the man 
who plods faithfully and steadily, as upon the man who 
work brilliantly but intermittently. Effort shonld certainly 
count for as much as results. This end cannot be attained, 
however, under present conditions. 


The natural tendency of children below the fifth grade 
seems to be to improve their writing. Above the fifth grade 
the tendency is in the opposite direetion,— children begin- 
ning to do their work hurriedly and carelessly. Superinten- 
dent and teachers are working on this problem. Carelessly 
executed work is being done over again. 


PARENT AND SUPERINTENDENT. 


Whenever a parent finds something to criticise in teacher 
or school system, it is hoped that he will at once call on the 
superintendent, providing the difficulty cannot be’settled be- 
tween parent and teacher.

REPORT OF THE 
PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 


Mr. Frederic S. Pope Jr., Superintendent of Schools. 


DEAR Sir:— In accordance with long establishsd usage the 
_ annual report of the High School is herewith submitted. 


The important change in the plan of the school, the in- 
troduction of a Grammar grade is being justified it seems 
to me, by results. I believe the pupils of the High school 
proper are being benefitted by the change despite the self- 
evident fact that each class has claim to but a fifth of the 
teachers’ attention, rather than a fourth as heretofore. 

The problem of maintaining a curriculum in the High school 
broad enough to meet the requirements of the present day 
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(of itself a sufficiently difficult probiem in every two-tcacher 
high school) while at the same time depriving the ninth 
grade of no jot of its just due, we are attempting to solve 
by a rather extensive system of alternating courses. A print- 
ed course of study giving the plan in detail, will be placed 
in the hands of the pupils as soon as possible. A single ex- 
ample will serve to illustrate. _ Not only pupils of the enter- 
ing class, but those of the ninth grade as well, were given an 
opportunity to elect Latin, September, 1902. Next year 
there will be no beginning class in Latin, but an elementary 
course in Algebra or applied Geometry will be offered to the 
two lowest classes. Similar combinations are made in other 
classes. The plan has two purposes; first to reduce the 
number of subjects taught in any given year, thereby mak- 
ing it possible to do better work; secondly to inerease the 
size of the classes. It is my belief that only very advanced 
students do their best work in classes of three or four. 
Twelve or fifteen is a better number in any high school. 
The working value of any plan involving four or five years 
work, can only be proved by four or five years testing, but 
so far this has worked well. 

Just how we are to avail ourselves of the State aid men- 
tioned in the Superintendent’s report, is a matter of concern. 
As he has pointed out the law requires that the time of two 
teachers shall be given to high school subjects. If the 
Board of Education will consider that the services of a pu- 
pil teacher will balance the time spent by the regular teach- 
ers in doing grammar school work, the matter can be readi- 
ly adjusted, and with great benefit to the school. For there 
are one or two pupils in the upper classes capable of render- 
ing efficient aid. So with an outlay of eighty or ninety dol- 
lars, the Town may obtain the. three hundred dollars. If 
the State Board refuse to approve such an arrangement, the 
question assumes an entirely different aspect. _ 


es - 
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We are experiencing great benefit from the new Chemical 
lad oratory farnished by the Academy trustees this year. 
So far as the building is concerned, there is still one 
need,— the main room has altogether too little light. There 
can be no doubt that a good deal of permanent injury to 
eyesight has been caused by the insufficiency of the light. 
The best remedy has been suggested by former principals in 
their reports, viz.: a window with immovable sash on the 
north side of the building. An additional help would be a 
change in the tinting of the wall from blue to yellow. 


I wish to call the attention of the parents to the fact, 
that the percentage of tardiness in the school is deplorably 
large. It is true that our hours are early, but not earlier 
than most of these young people will be obliged to meet 
when in afew years they begin to make their own way in 
the world. ‘Their success will depend in large measure on 
their being ready to do the thing they ought to do at the 
time they ought to do it, and we are remiss in one duty, I 
believe, if we allow the pernicious habit of always being a 
little late to take root. I therefore earnestly ask the co-op- 
eration of the parents in this respect. 


It has been a source of gratification, as well as of aid to 
the teachers that so large a number of parents and friends 
have visited the school. We hope a good many others 
will come. 

Both Miss Hayden and I wish to acknowledge gratefully 
_ the Superintendent’s large helpfulness.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


SUPT: Fo S:DROUPE dice 
DEAR SIR:— 


The work of drawing has followed nearly the same course 
as during the previous year. As far as possible a uniform 
line of work has been given to each school, but it has been 
necessary at times to modify the outline according to the © 
size, grading, and progress of a school. Whenever exercises 
have seemed useless or unprogressive they have been drop- 
ped, and other phases of the work taken up more in detail. 
The aim is to have every part of the work a helpful drill or 
stepping stone to further work. 


More attention has been given this year to blackboard 
drawing for the purpose of securing free direet expression. 
When a pupil works chiefly with peneil and paper he is apt 
to make small cramped drawings that give little chance for 
the lines of truth and beauty. Then too, the penalty of 
much erasing from paper is the disfigurement of the draw- 
ing, while with board work much more freedom is possible. 
Therefore after the type forms have been practised upon, 
the pupils have been requested to apply their knowledge 
by making (wholly from memory or imagination) quick 
sketches at the board of objects similar in form to the type; 
for instance,— following the study of the cylinder they 
drew a pail, tumbler, flowerpot, muff, tree stump, ete., in va- 
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rious positions. ‘The confidence and ease with which the 
majority of such problems were undertakeu was gratifyiug, 
yet it was apparent that a general idea of shaping a thing is 
not sufficient. ‘There is need of practice and drill for ren- 
dering of fine lines, nice curves, well joined corners, and all 
the marks of artistic workmanship. 


With: brush and. ink, considerable work was accomplished 
in nature study while plant forms and insects were obtain- 
able. Parts of flowers, then the whole, were studied and 
drawn. The leaves of various trees were compared and 
drawn. ‘During the winter twigs with berries have been 
used as specimens. In another school the older grades 
brought a pet cat into the room and succeeded in painting 
some very good silhouetts in brush and ink. 

A few pose drawings have been rendered in the same me- 
dium, and a few in pencil. 


In one school very effective cover-designs for books on 
Holland were made with black ink and simple gray paper. 


The study of color has been continued in all grades with 
tbe aim to teach both its beauty in the various harmonies 
and its practical use in industrial life. 


It is very noticeable that children, particularly in prim- 
are grades, are far more interested and do better work when 
allowed to draw with color. A few water colors are owned 
and used by individual pupils, and in some cases money has 
been saved and sets of colored pencils purchased. If every 
school could be so provided, it would give much added im- 
-petus to the work. 

Picture lessons by use of Perry pictures have been given 
occasionally. 

The study and copy of historic ornament has been intro- 
duced into some of the older grades, giving them a glimpse 
of the art beliefs and expressions of the ancient nations. 
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On the whole the interest and effort in the work is satis- 
factory, and in point of comprehension of what is required 
and how to accomplish the same, an improvement is notice- 
able in nearly every school. 

An added improvement in less labored, more simple, and 
yet more effective work is what we strive for. 

I wish to gratefully acknowledge the support and Soe Sa 
ation of teachers and Superintendent.

REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
For THe YEAR 1908. 


To the School Committee of the Town of Sandwich,— 
Mrs. CLarK AND GENTLEMEN: — 


hae is presented to you and through you to the citizens 
of the Town, my third annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. It is the twelfth report since the formation of 
this Superintendency District. A law of Massachusetts re- 
quires all school committees to make annually “a detailed re- 
port of the condition of the several public schools”. This 
report of the superintendent is intended to fulfil the condi- 
tions imposed by this law. 


WHAT WE ARE TEACHING. 


The handwriting in the schools of Sandwich and Bourne,— 
the former using the Vertical and the latter the Medial Sys- 
tem of Penmanship—is being watched closely, the results of 
the comparison seeming to favor the latter. The Medial 
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System produces writing which is legible enough, more rapid 
than the Vertical, as uniform and as beautiful, and which 
shows more individuality. Although in both towns there 
is a failure to,get a good arm movement, better positions 
are taken during the writing period. Writing is still taught 
of necessity by the use of copy books, but the formal writ- 
ing period is not nearly so effective in producing good re- 
sults as the insistence by the teacher that all written work 
shall be neatly and legibly done. 


The formal study of geography is begun in grade 4,— 
where Home Geography alone is considered. In grade 5, the 
World as a Whole is studied. In these grades the ‘Tarr and 
McMurry Geography, Book 1, is used. In grade 6, the 
work of grade 5 is continued, with the frye Primary Geog- 
raphy as text-book. In grades T and 8, Frye’s Grammar 
School Geography is used, and a detailed study of conti- 
nents and countries is made. The fourth grade find the text 
rather difficult reading, though it is easy for grade 5. It is 
advisable to exchange the Frye for the Tarr and MeMurry 

300k 2, in grade 6 and possibly in grade 7. This last named 
text-book has proved very satisfactory, as it provides a clear 
system for the work in the lower grades, which formerly has 
been somewhat desultory. The special value of the Tarr 
and McMurry Geographies is that they are written from 
the standpoint that this study is as much a matter of reason 


as of memory, whereby the interest of the child is tremendous- | 


ly stimulated. ‘They bring him close to nature and teach him 
to use his eyes in finding geographical truths all about him. 
Last year a candidate for the high school said she thought that 
the highest mountainsin the world areabout one hundred miles 
high; while certain other pupils, after reciting glibly the defi- 
nitions of cape and bay, flatly denied ever having seen either, 
thourh both were in plain sight from their school house. 


: 
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As for the maps now in use, they are made upon the:prin- 
ple that the fewer facts, the more impressive; so all useless 
detail is omitted. The result is that the new maps may be 
of smnall size, making the new geographies less cumbersome, 
and consequently more durable. It is encouraging to note 
the large use of pictures now made by teachers in the low- 
er grades. 

Geography in its beginning should be purely an out door 
study,—of things rather than of books,—and we are trying to 
give it this form. 

During the past year we have been trying to bring the 
history in touch with the geography, by using geographical 
facts already acquired to interpret and impress historical 
ideas. Most of our teachers realize the importance of hav- 
ing their pupils discuss great historical issues; to be dissatis- 
fied with learning mere facts without demanding the cause 
of each, and to decide whether the outcome was in accord- 
ance with justice and policy. The iesults of such study as 
this endure, while the alternative memorizing of dates of 
unimportant settlements and battles is soon forgotten. ‘This 
year the pupils of the 7th and 8th grades are greatly inter- 
ested in the Ivanhoe Historical Note Buoks. These books 
contain outline maps which are filled in by the pupils, ac- 
cording to directions given, to illustrate important topics, 
such as the Louisiana Purchase,—the Annexation of Texas, — 
and the Missouri Compromise. Such work as this, when 
done well, impresses the pupil in a way that book study can- 
not. 

It is very lamentable that more teachers do not keep in 
touch with current events. Our children ought to be alive 
to the great issues of the day. 

The work in Arithmetic is on a fairly good basis. All 
that was prophesied of the Nichols’ Arithmetics has been

The candidate for high school wh o 
hands in a language paper, neat, thoughtfully ere: 18 
well arranged, properly punctuated, and 
ized, stands a better chance of promotion than als 
who, though proficient in his knowledge of grammar, ¢ 
not show that he knows how to use language. 
Grammar is the science of which written and spoken la 
guage is the art. Studying how to ride a bicycle, 
at the right time worth while, would in itself never 
an expert rider. And so grammar in itself, without plenty of 
the rough and tumble usage of oral and written J ruag 
will never make a good English scholar. * 
The study of grammar is in its place necessary and 
uable, but by far the most valuable part of Janguage 
in our schools is that study of the pupil’s written e: 
of thought, which gives the teacher a chance to tw 
mistakes must be eradicated in each child, and ¢ 
side constructive teaching is greatly needed.

Recently in one of our eighth grades, an ‘old fa ashic 
spelling match was conducted. Our- vrelling Denis 
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by years the words to be learned, and all the words assigned 
to this eighth grade were taken from the lists of years four 
and five; yet the whole class failed ignominiously on some of 


the words which they were supposed to have learned for life. 
More written work, intelligently used, would tend to pro- 
duce better spelling as well as better language. 


Teachers of first grade reading are now using the black- 
board the first term, and also the word and sentence meth- 
ods almost entirely. Later they make the transition to a 
book, the first part of which is in script, and begin a phonie 
drill which extends through the next three years. We 
inake no definite effort to teach the names of the letters 
until the end of the first year’s work. In the grammar 
grades, we are not content to make the child merely a good 
oral reader, but we also strive to select our material for 
reading with such care that a real love for good literature 
will be engendered. It is as yet an unrealized ambition of 
mine to make a graded list of the available books in our 
town library, to place this list in the hands of every pupil 
to whom the library is open, and to ask teachers to direct as 
a part of their work the children’s reading. 


In all grades one period and in some grades two periods a 


week are devoted to physiology and hygiene. 


Parents should acquaint themselves withthe industrial 


_ work done in the Upper Grammar School. ‘The children 
_ do this outside of school hours. Among other things they 
are making hammocks, mats, and baskets. 


The lower schools have been furnished with a graded list

ble, replied: “Yes, when a boy fights or is cruel, whip him.” 
In this reply we fine a safe guide for dealing with every 
wiong doing: always relate the punishment to the offence. 
The old idea of punishing people for the sake of get ¢ 
even with them has passed away; and now punishments a 
exacted only to protect the community, and to reform tl , 
wrong doer, 

As stated in the article quoted below, discipline poe 
ishment are closely related. Among the older children, tl 
must be a wholesome respect for the teacher, approac 
fear, which enables him to obtain easily the best of disci 
through arousing and controlling their interests. In 
lower grades, where interest is more spontaneous, the t 
er, after gaining the respectful love of her pupils, should ¢ 
cipline them through their activities. 

Very little corporal punishment is administered in 
District. In many schools, not one case, in some schools only 
two or three cases a year oceur, and in ouly two schools doc 
the amount seem excessive. “This excess is probably dues 
the fact that the communities in which it oceurs still 
it is the most effectual way of obtaining oot igGiaa 
No teacher should strike a pupil on the head, ee him it 
the presence of the school, or whip him when ei 
is angry. A talk in which the offender takes weet 7 
come before the punishment, as should his admission th

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child has been unjustly or too severely punished ought to 
have a talk with the teacher at once: but the teacher should 
neyer be criticised by the pareits in the child’s hearing. 

“No principle of school government is now more constantly 

impressed upon teachers than that frequent whippings indi- 
ate a poor diseiplinarian. Only the older men and women 
of this generation can realize what a change from the past 
this represents.” 

“In one entire state, New Jersey, the teacher is forbidden 
by law to inflict corporal punishment. No other state goes 
to this length, but Illinois, Kansas, Mississippi,” «und five 
others, “specifically prescribe a penalty for excess amount- 
ing to eruelty. Legal punishment would be meted out to a 
brutal teacher in the other states just as surely as in these, 
but resort would be had to the common law and not to a 
statute.” 


Corporal punishment may be aed's as a last resort and 
under rigid regulations as to reports, ete., in a great many 
cities, among them being Baltimore, St. Louis, and Worces - 
_ ter. In some cities where there is no formal prohibition, such 
_astrong sentiment has grown up against corporal punishment 
‘that it is rarely or never inflicted. Philadelphia is a con- 
“spicuous example of this.” 


PROMOTIONS. 


y — Tests are given by the superintendent every June, the re- 
‘sults of which partly determine a pupil’s admission to the 
high school. But the teacher’s judgement should count most, 
1 the report card throughout the year should show the 
rent the child’s intellectual standing. In their work 
if gether day after day, the teachercomes to know his pu- 
ils mental makeup just as well as the parent understands 
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that child’s disposition. Is it not perfectly plain to parents 
that no child is ever kept back if the teacher can conscient- 
iously advance him? Is not every teacher anxious for that _ 
popularity among parents which makes his work easier and 
perhaps furthers his own advancement? Tor his own inter- 
est then, if for no other, he does all he can to advance the 
child. 

At midyear, if teacher and superintendent conjointly feel 
that a grammar grade pupil is doing poor work, a notice to 
that effect will be sent the pareut in addition to the report 
card. Parents are asked to examine their child’s test papers 
if they are dissatisfied. In the lower grades, children are 
usually promoted. A man of foreign birth pleaded with me — 
for his child, saying that he wanted to feel that the boy was 
vetting ahead, if only a little bit. He was right. It is bet- 
ter for the average child to advance than to repeat a year’s 
work. But in school work it is a mistake to get a child in 
over his head. Only when we are very sure that non-pro- — 
motion is best for the child, do we keep him back. 


A distinction is made between promotion to high school 
and promotion in the grades because it is believed that some 
children are better fitted by nature to get to work than to 
try tostudy the higher branches. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The building has been painted and put in repair inside 
and out. Placing a large window in the rear of the room — 
opening into the boys’ entry and changing the arrangement — 
of the curtains, has helped the hghting of the rooms. The 
substitution in the east side of the building of a large prac- 
tical sash for the small fancy windows now there, would | 
probably make the conditions even better. | 
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The report of our High School Principal with appended 
new Course of Study, should be carefully read. In this 
course we are meeting the requirements of the state without 
doing away with the ninth grade. 


REPORT CARDS. 


As the supply of report cards gave out, a new lot had to be 
printed. ‘These differ from the old ones in that the system 
of marking has been simplified. ‘Industry is now marked 
as well as “Conduct.”” When the supply of high school and 
primary report cards gives out, which will probably be soon, 
this same new system of marking will be used for them. 

Parents will notice that pupils are not marked by percents. 
No teacher can accurately state that a pupil gets exactly T1 
or 72 per cent; but a child’s standing can be represented as 
being somewhere between 70 and 80, or 90 and 100 per 
cent, and letters can be used as symbols to show these facts. 
If any parent asks for per cents, they will be given by the 
teacher as accurately as possible. 

The signing of the parent’s name on the report card 
means nothing more or less than that he has examined it. It 
does not signify that he is satisfied with his child’s marks. 
Of course, if parents do not care to show the teacher by 
their singnature that the report cards have been examined by 
them, it is useless for these cards to be sent home. 


CHANGE IN THE METHODS OF DISTRIBUTING 
THE ANNUAL INCOME OF THE 
SCHOOL FUND. 


“The Legislature has unanimously passed a law which 
distributes the entire annual income of the school fund (in- 
stead of one half as heretofore) to towns of which Sandwich 
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is one. The intent of the law is to improve the schools; not 
to lessen local taxation; and the towns that devote to school 
purposes the largest propor tion of their tax will receive the 
largest proportionate amount of aid.” il 


Cnar. 456 Acts of ‘03. “Every town which complies with all laws relative to 
the distribution of said income ; and whose valuation of real and personal 
erty as shown by the last preceding assessors’ valuation thereof, does not 
ceed one half million dollars shall annually receive five hundred dollars ;--——_ 
every such town whose valuation is more than one-half million dollars and 4 
not exceed one million dollars shall receive three hundred dollars. - The 
mainder of said income shall be distributed to towns whose valuation does vot 
exceed two and one-half million dollars and whose annual tax for the support of 
public schools is not less than one sixth of their whole tax for the year, as fol- 
lows :-- Every town whose school tax is not less than one third of its whole ta 
shall receive a proportion of said remainder expressed by one third ;-— 
every town whose school tax is not less than one sixth of its whole tax shall re- 
ceive a proportion expressed by one sixth.” 

“The sums received by any town under the provisions of this act shall b 
held by the town treasurer, and shall be expended only for expenses in main, 
tainance of the public schools authorized by the school committee, in aceordar 
with existing laws; and it shall be the duty of the treasurer to keep a separat 


account of all sums so received and expended, and the sehool eommittee shal 
make an annual report to the state board of education, in sueh form as may be 
prescribed by said board, of the amount reesived during the year, of the amount 


expended from such receipts, the purpose for which sueh expenditures b 
been made, in detail, and the balance, if any, remaining d 
whenever it appears that, in the opinion of the state board of pe A iv 
sums paid to any town have not been used in whole or in partin aceordance y 
the provisions of this section, or that they have not been held and accounted fa 
separately, or thatthe report thereof herein required has not been made, — 
commissioners of the school fund are hereby authorized to withhold as they m: 
deem advisable, the whole or any part of the future allowances otherwise all 
ing to such town under the provisions of this aet.” 


STATISTICS. 

In a graduated taxation table in which the towns am 

cities of Massachusetts are classified according to the amo: wt 

which they severally raise by local taxation for the ena 
support of each child in the average membership of the 

lic schools, Sandwich stands 106 out of, a total of 58 con 


sidered. 433 
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In a graduated valuation table which gives for the several 

cities and towns the ratios which the sums raised by taxation 

and expended for the support of the public schools bear to 
the respective valuations, the rank of Sandwich is 162. 


In a graduated attendance table which shows for the 
several towns and cities the ratio of the average atten- 
dance to the whole number of children between 5 and 15 
reported in the school. census, the rank 175 belongs to Sand- 
wich. 


In the table showing statistics of the Sandwich schools 

for the year 1902—1903, we find but little of which we can 

be proud. The per cent of attendance for the town is 89.5, 

almost two per cent lower than last year. The Forestdale 

School heads the list, while the Upper Primary School 
ranks second. 


FINANCES. 


We have overrun our appropriation. It will be noticed 
that bills for fuel amounting to $591.21 have beea paid 
this year, as compared with $143.36 last year. This in- 
hc crease is due to the payment this year of some of last year’s 
4 bills, and to the high price of wood and eoal. Unanticipated 
- but necessary repairs have made the Repairs and Improve- 
_ ments account larger than usual. The closing of the South 
Sandwich School has lessened the salary expense, and in- 
_ ereased the amount spent for transportation. The amounts 
expended for Janitors, Cleaning and Care, Books and other 
Supplies, and Sundries, are all normal. 


CONSOLIDATION OF SCHOOLS. 


The reduced size of both schools in the southern part of 
the town made consolidation last fall a natural consequence. 
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As both school buildings are in a fair state of repair, the 
plan is to maintain the school alternate years in each village. 


CONCLUSION, 


I am greatly indebted to all with whom I have worked 
during the past year for their sympathy, courtesy and co- 
operation.

REPORT OF THE 
PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 


Mr. Frederic S. Pope Jr.— Superintendent of Schools, 


Dar Sir:— No important change has been made in the 
policy of the school during the year. The plan of al 
ing courses spoken of in my last report, has been worked out 
in detail and the new course of study is appended to this re- 
port. We think it is working well, and while without 
doubt, minor changes will be found advisable as it is farther 
tested, we hope that it will aid materially in increasing the 
efficiency of the school. The elective course in Dra 
which was added this year is a source of both profit and 
pleasure to about a fourth of the school. The educational 
value of such a course is very likely to be underrated, 
think, in communities like our own. But if it is true 
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all educational impulses come through the eye, the ear, or 
_ the motor faculties, it is self-evident that a subject which 
trains the eye to’see and the hand to execute, has something 
more than an aesthetic value. If we are to meet the de- 
“mands of the Normal Schools, we shall soon be obliged to 
introduce such a course in Music, as will enable the students 
to read music easily. I hesitate to bring up this matter, 
because I realize that the school expenses are already as large 
as the Town can afford and because I know that the only 
way to accomplish any satisfactory results is to employ a 
special teacher and begin the work in the lowest grades, 
just as is done in the case of Drawing. Yet I am convine- 
ed that there is a somewhat widespread feeling in the village 
that if only for the sake of the social interests of the town, 
some provision ought to be made for instruction in this ‘“uni- 
versal language.” 
In reading the report of the High School of six or seven 
_ years ago, one finds that in the opinion of both the Principal 
and the Superintendent, its work was seriously weakened by 
_defic iencies in the lower school training. It seems but just 
therefore and is certainly a pleasure to express our satisfac- 
tion with the preparation of the class that has just come to us. 
| Our thanks are due to the School Committee for the re- 
‘pairs which have so largely increased the light and attrac- 
Mir ancss of the school room; to the Trustees of the Sandwich 
Academy for a gift of money with which to purchase refer 
ence books; and to Dr. Faunce for assistance in physiological 
work.

REPORT OF THE 


SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


Mr. F. S. Pope Jr.,— Superintendent of Schools,— 
DEAR SiIR:— 


I herewith submit my annual report of the work in Draw- 
ing in the Public Schools. As in past years, the course has 
included practice in the three branches,— Representation, 
Decoration and Construction. 

During the Winter term the work in Representation, or 
Freehand drawing, was confined to object drawing and study 
of the type solids. In the Spring, drawings were made of 
leaves, plants, grasses, flowers and all suitable natural spec- 
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imens. Their characteristics as to shape and color were 
compared, studied and drawn. ‘This work correlated well 
with their Nature Study. In the Fall, freehand drawing 
was continued with autumn leaves, flowers, fruits, vegeta- 
/bles, ete. as specimens. Under Decoration, or Design, at- 
tention was given to space relations, designs for cloth, for 
i dishes, for book covers, etc. These were worked out in color 
| if possible, otherwise in black and white. Many of the up- 
_ per grades are not as familiar as they should be (owing to 
lack of time for repeated drill and review) with the techni- 
cal terms and general rules and principles. Therefore at 
the beginning of the Fall term the note-book plan was adopt- 
ed in some of the schools. 


The pupils write the rule—it may be concerning the effect 
distance or level— in their books and then make on the 
fame page an original drawing that shall illustrate and ex- 
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plain the rnle. More drawings have been made in th 
schools during the past year than in other years, and th 
work has been more steadily carried on by the teachers. — 
The results show that the children are beeoming aecustom 
ed to the art. Very seldom now do we hear— «I know tha 
isn’t good, but I can’t draw anything, never could.” The 
ave finding out that they can draw and oftentimes sufficient. 
ly well to surprise themselves. 

Last September drawing was introdueed into the High 
School. The study being an elective, the class includes bu 
2 portion of the school, not too many to receive individua 
uttention and not too few to retain interest. The class ha 
been largely dependent on its own efforts, and much of th 
work outlined by the Supervisor has been completed by 
pupils at home, showing a very satisfactory degree of in er- 
est. The requirements have included as far as possible 
variety of work, aiming for that whieh developsthe think 
ng creative skill, rather than the mere trick of copying. 


Problems in space arrangement for the planning of door 
with different sized panels have been suecessfully accom 
plished; also models for four-fold screens with dics de : 
orations. . 

Eaeh member in the class has had practice in freechas 
drawing of common objects; also brush drawings in cole oi 
plants and flowers. The work in color has been gi satl 
helped by the fact that the entire class has been su plied 
with color boxes. he :: 


It is very desirable that all the schools should peek 
with color material,— crayons for the Primary erin # 
water colors for the Grammar grades. Wherever suc ha re 
in use, they very perceptibly increase the good rest 
earnestly desire.

Concerning our high school I wish to quote the remark 
made by Mr. James W. MacDonald, Agent of the State 
Board of Education. In his work of inspection he visit 
nearly all the high schools of the state, and as an educatic 
al expert he is therefore well qualified to judge of the al 
solute and relative merits of the various schools His ol 
servation to the Superintendent was : "The Sandwich hig 
school is one of the best of the small high schoo's of the sta », 


I was particularly pleased with the results of the exami 
ations given last June to the Eighth grade of the gramme 
school, which, in connection with the daily recitations, d 
termined the promotions to the high school. Some out j 
parties, teachers and others, pronounced the examinatioy 
rather difficult. That the questions were framed by one 
whom they were not accustomed, and that the occasion 
a formal aud important one, tended to disconcert the me : 
bers of the class, yet in spite of these impediments half 
the class received a mark above 80 in every subject, and 
passed. 


Our Eighth grade pupils in the outlying schools wh 
there are so many classes are ata disadvantage in comp: 
ison with those in our grammar school. That the 
do not get an equal preparation for the high school is no 
flection upon pupils or teachers. If they attended — 
grammar school for the last year at least, they wou e 
doubtedly receive a better fit, but whether the plan ‘a 


able in other respects is an open question. 
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Without giving other concrete illustrations, all the schools 
of the town deserve credit for having done acceptable work 
the past year. 


The So. Sandwich school is maintained the present school 
year, the Forestdale school being closed and the children 
living there being carried to the other school. The cost: of 
transportation for those nine children— the number carried 
is usually less— is about $400, Were it not for this convey- 
| ance, the item for transportation for the town would be nom- 
inal. ‘There seems no other solution for this vexed problem. 
a MUSIC, 
‘The employment of a music supervisor, suggested last 
3 year, Was not carried into effect. Were there funds availa- 
ble for the purpose, the outlying schools would still render 
‘the scheme impracticable. It would cost more to afford 
hese children such instruction who constitute one-fifth of 
he children of the town, than it would for the remaining 


four-fifths. Were all the school children of the town living 
n the village, the situation would be different. Most of 
ir regular teachers have carried on music instruction with 
tisfactory results. 


PENMANSHIP. 


The Vertical system of penmanship has not accomplished 
hat was expected of it. Very few of our pupils have ac- 
lived a good vertical hand, su that through the results 
shieved the point of legibility, the great argument in its 
vor, has had but little force. The public received it with 
sfavor and its continuance did not in any degree overcome 
e opposition to it. It is everywhere being superseded by 
system which has some angle of slant writing. The Sup- 
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erintendent has had the matter under consideration for more 
than a year. It was with him not a question of whet ‘ 
the system) should be continued, but what system shoul 
supplant it. . After mature consideration the Whitehous be 
Medial system was decided upon as having more points in 
its favor than any other. A prominent feature is the num: 
ber of loose headlines each book contains. These are to b 
detached and they furnish a large amount of loose paper 
practice. Another point is the issuance by the author of a 
periodical, The Modern Writing Master, devoted to the sub- 
ject of writing. The mitgazine contains a course of study ir 
writing, and numerous valuable aids and suggestions on th 
subject. Our teachers have access to copies of this paper. 
As the Whiteliouse system is introduced for the first tim 
this winter term, it is yet too early to comment on its ste 


cess. 
LANGUAGE BOOKS. 


~The language books in use before this year have bee 
quite unsatisfactory. The works of two or three auth ) 
were in the schools, which were out of date. The tee h 
felt little interest in their use and as a consequence the wi 
in language was of a perfunctory character. After exam 
ing different sets of the more modern series, the | Mot fl 
Tongue series was introduced. These books contain then 
desirable points of the subject, which are p ihe 
interesting and attractive way.

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE, 


Special efforts have been made the past year tha ny 
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the conditions regarding school attendance. Excuse blanks 
have been prepared and used with the design of having the 
absence clearly stated. The use of these forms gives the 
correct impression that the sending of children to school 
regularly is a business matter and not one of convenience 
or inclination. The results have justified the venture. 


Teachers have on file the blanks brought in, and by referring 
to them the exact status with regard to any individual can 
be determined. The excuse blanks furnish the basis for any 
compulsory process it may be necessary to employ with ref- 
erence to any child. 


Parents are urged to make the excuses offered definite. 
“Various reasons’, It was necessary’’, ‘It was not thought 
best to send”’ and similar excuses are too vague and general, 
and teachers are instructed to require more explicit reasons. 


TIME AND AGE OF ADMISSION. 


It seems advisable to put before the public in printed 
form two rules of the committee which do not seem to be 
well understood. ‘The first relates to the time of the year 
‘children are admitted to the schools for the first time and 
a as follows: 

«All children under seven years of age who have never 
defore attended school shall enter the First grade only at 
the beginning of the fall term.” 
‘ The other rule concerns the minimum age at which chil- 
dren are admitted to the schools for the first time. It reads 
as follows: 

“No child shall be admittedto the First grade of our 
schools who is less than six years old on or before the first 
‘day of January next after the beginning of the school year.”

Instead of a balance on the credit side, we have a deficit 
his year which can be accounted for in this way— smaller 
‘receipts, and greater expenditures incurred for the’ good of 
ie schools. There was « surplus the year previous of 
$439.40. Asit now appears this evidence of prosperity was 
elusive, for through an error at the State Treasurer's of- 
e we had been over-paid in 1905 more than $250 in onr 

roportion of the Massachusetts School Fund. ‘This excess 
was deducted from our allowance the past year, an actual 
Winkage of $513.99 from the $1303.89 received in 1905. 
The committee had no intimation that asmaller sum would 
be allotted us the past year. 


While a nominal sum was spent for repairs in 1905, over 
22 was used in this department in 1406.

Mr. Marshall O. Edson, Superintendent of Schools:— 
DEAR SIR:— oo. 


The most important matter to bring to your attention 
this time is the making of some minor changes in the cou 
of study. For the most part these changes are in the or 
in which they are taken up, tho I recommend the elimi 
tion of commercial geography, because I believe the ; 
can be much more profitably employed. 1 recommend 
the lengthening of courses in French and German to m 
a three years’ study of them possible; this beeatise the te 
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nical schools as well as the colleges are increasing their re- 
quirements in this direction. It may seem that we ought 
not to concern ourselves too greatly about college require. 
ments, but about half the total number of pupils graduated 
here during the last four years are now attending normal 


hool or college, or have been graduated from the former. 


Just here it seems well to say that after four years’ trial, 
I believe our system of alternating courses works well, on 
he whole: that its evident disadvantages are outweighed 
by its advantages; that the plan of graduating pupils when 
hey have completed a given amount of work is good. 
| But this required amount of work does not, of course, in- 
lude all subjects offered in the school, and the pupils who 
wish to enter the colleges which require for entrance a very 
arge number of subjects— Harvard being the extreme type— 
ill not be able to do so on the minimum number of courses 
quired for graduation. Some pupils among those who 
uate in the least possible time may at graduation be 
eady for college— this depends on the pupil himself, upon 
e course he elects, and on the school he proposes to enter— 
tin most cases it will be wiser for college pupils to plan 
) give five years, including the Ninth grade, to their prep- 
ion.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 
FOR THE YEAR 1907 


To the School Committee of the Town of Sandwich: 
GENTLEMEN: — 


I herewith present this, my third report, which is the si 
teenth since the formation of this superintendeney union. 
School matters have-progressed quietly as in past years and 
there is not much which is new to report. Efforts have 
been made to keep the per cent. of attendance as high as 
possible, and considering the sickness which has prevailed 
among children, the results have been satisfactory. In a few 
instances determined measures have had to be taken to ge 
certain children to attend school with greater regulé io 
The appointment of an additional truant officer in a sectior 
of the town where his services seem to be needed is havi n;

HEATING SYSTEM AT THE HIGH SCHOOL, 
The most important change during the year ist the ne 
heating system installed at the High school, which, aS 


v 


warms all the rooms satisfactorily, seems to meet the require- 
ments. The town made no objection to granting the money 
asked for this purpose. In consequence of the new furnace, 
the expense for fuel is this year, and will in the future be 
appreciably increased. But as the conditions were well- 
nigh intolerable before the change was made, the initial ex- 
pense of putting in the new heating system and the addi- 
tional cost of fuel will be moneywell spent. 


The Spring Hill and East Sandwich school buildings 
were painted last summer, thereby greatly improving their 
appearance. ‘The former building was also shingled. If 
the South Sandwich building is used the coming year, some 
repairs will be needed there. 


CHANGES AT SCHOOL STREET BULLDING 


A year ago at this time the small rear room up stairs oc- 
eupied by the Upper Primary grades, was so crowded that 
_ as many seats as possible were placed therein. As the larg- 
er room occupied by the Lower Grammar pupils contained 
_ many vacant seats, it seemed a wise arrangement to have 
_ the two grades of one room exchange places with the two 

grades of the other. ‘Ihe desks were accordingly transfer- 

red "during the spring vacation. ‘The change proved to be 
_ a wise one, as later on the smaller room could not have con- 
( tained all offthe Third and Fourth grades. Under the new 
order of things all are comfortably cared for.

EYE AND EAR TESTS 


In conformity with the law requiring annual tests to be 
made of the children’s eyesight and hearing, all the pupils 
“were examined during the fall term, Of the 237 pupils ex- 
amined, 32 were found defective in eyesight and 2 in hear- 
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ing, while the parents of 18 children were notified. It is a 
surprising thing that so small a number of parents act upon 
the notifications received. Poor eyesight is a source of head-— 
aches and other physical disorders. Parents and people 
generally fail to realize how a child thus afflicted is handi- 
capped in his school work, through hesitation in reading 
and mistakes in copying. By continually studying from the 
printed page the eyes are subjected to a constant strain in-— 
jurious both to the eyesight and the general health. It is 
the part of parental solicitude to provide glasses for children 
whose eyes require them as shown by the test. 
As to the defective hearing, but little can be done. How- — 
ever, the teacher after her test will know about a pupil's de- 
fect, and can make due allowances for what before may 
have been attributed to diffidence or stupidity. The child 
hard of hearing may be favored by giving him a seat near 
the front of the room. | 


LONGER YEAR FOR THE HIGH SCHOOL 


The second clause of Section 2, Chapter 42 of the Revised 
Laws reads as folluws:— 

“One or more courses of study, at least four years in- 
length, shall be maintained at each high school and it shall 
be kept open for the benefit of all the inhabitants of the city 
or town for at least ForTY WEEKS, exclusive of vacations 
in each year.” 

Thus it will be seen the law obliges high schools to keep 
forty weeks. We have only thirty-eight weeks in our hig! 
school year. ‘The reason we do not have forty weeks is 


be enforced since no penalty is provided for its violation. 
Unless we comply with the requirement of the state as to 
the length of our school year, the #500 we now receive in 


~ 


_ aid of owr high sehool may be withdrawn. This aid is given 
small high schools approved by the State Board of Eduea- 
tion, this approval being contingent upon the school main- 
ing a certaim standard. The state authorities may at any 
time raise the contention that the standard of the school 
cannot be what it should be because the year is shorter than 
the law requires. We cannot afford to run the risk of 
losing this income. The state has been extremely generous 
with us. It seems reasonable and proper that we should 
conform to its requirements without being forced to do so. 
‘The additional ail we are receiving makes it an easy mat- 
ter for us to meet the increased expense which would be in- 
volved. . 

__ Viewed from another standpoint we need the extra two 

_ weeks for school work. A school with a small corps of 

teachers is handicapped in attempting to do for its pupils 

what a larger school with a larger force of instructors may 

; do. The colleges are constantly raising their requirements 


for admission. The Sandwich High school has sent several 
students to college who have secured all their preparation in 
our school.; it will doubtless send others. We need not ex- 
pect to prepare them as well as those schools do their stu- 
- dents which have more extended courses made possible by a 
F large force of instructors, or that have the equipment of 
laboratories and apparatus which towns of ample means 
give their schools. With scarcely an exception these 
schools, and in fact nearly all the high schools of the state 
have forty weeks in their year; we can equal them in this 
regard if we cannot in others. 

| renew my recommendation that the common schools 
) l ave a year of thirty-six weeks. Some approach has been 
made during the past two years in adding one week to the 
ormer thirty-four, making thirty-five as it is as present. 
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I have set on foot some inquiries in other places to find 
what the length of the school year is. Some of. na ; 
and towns have forty, some thirty-nine, quite a large n 
ber have thirty-eight, and a great many have fees 
weeks. The average for the state is between thirty-six and 
thirty-eight weeks. We do not want the name of giving 
our children less schooling than is given by nearly every 
town of the state. The expense of this additional week 
would be small. probably about $75. Our townspeople do 
not refuse to grant what we ask for in the way of appropria- 
tions, nor has criticism come to me of the way our money 
for the schools is spent. The action of the town in raising 
an appropriation which should be large enough to inerease 
the sularies of grade teachers and of the committee in vot 
ing to increase them. | think was wise. No reasonable 
person will begrudge our teachers the salaries, small even 
now, which they receive. The low salary paid the teacher 
of the Upper Grammar room makes the chances, of getting : 
a competent man teacher of experience quite small. "i 
school is too difficult for an ordinary beginner. Tam of 
opinion our people would prefer to pay more for a ‘strong 
teacher than a less salary to one who is unequal to the situs 
tion. We are exceedingly fortunate in having 80 aR a 
man as Mr. Tangney with us at the present time.

An analylsis of the 35 mentioned shows that 14 of them 
attend the Grammar school building out of a total of 
about 150, while of the 35, 21 attend, the outlying schools 
out of a total of about 40. In other words less than one 
out of ten who attended the School street building pick 
cranbereies to any extent, while in the outlying schools one 
half the children are occupied extensively in this work. 

I have always favored having the schools begin earlier 
than they do now, that the children may take advantage of 
the splendid weather of September, usually the pleasantest 
of the year, and by so doing avoid some of the-cold and dis- 
agreeable weather later on in the sexson. From the facts

FINANCES 


The financial showing for 1907 is pleasing. The expen- 
ses have been greater than ever before, some of the items 
which could not be foreseen when the estimates for last 
uw were made up. This increase in expenditures has 
been more than offset by larger receipts. 

_ The inereased salaries granted the teachers took effect 
w the fall term only, so not so much larger figures are 
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shown in this item. More money will beneeded for ‘teach- 
ers’ salaries this year. ‘The sum paid for janitors and clean- 
ing is somewhat larger than expected. By far the 
greatest increase in expense is shown in the fuel item which — 
is about #260 more than the year previous. This is account- 
ed for by the new furnace at the High school whieh calls — 
for twice as much coal as formerly; in faet about three 
times as much was delivered. The price asked for wood 
has been higher than usual. The sum spent for repairs, : 
while much less than last year, is larger than expected. 

On. the other hand we are favored in receiving over $400 
more than in L9UV6 as our share of the State School Fund. 
The aid we receive for our High school is inereased from — 
$300 to $000. Also the town inereased its general appro- — 
priation by $412. The Dog Fund which goes to the s-hool 
account is about 50 larger than last year. While the Com- 
mittee was allowed a sum not to exceed $850 for installing 
an improved heating system in the High school, the sum 
actually spent was somewhat less than #800. | 


On the whole our financial showing is quite satisfactory. 
Owing to the varying amount received from the State 
School Fund, our expenses can be about as accurately estima- 
ted as our receipts.

HIGH SCHOOL. 


Mr. Marshall O. Edson, Superintendent of Schools:— 
DEAR Str:— 


In my last report certain changes in the Course of Stndy 
were suggested. The modifications having been worked 
out in detail, a copy of the Course as now in use is append- 
ed hereto that those of the towns people who are interested 
may have opportunity to examine it. This year I find my- 
self especially interested in a subject not mentioned in our 
Course, but to which we must perforce give attention. 


We find that rather more than a fifth of our pupils must 
be classed as poor spellers. Now, while I agree in a large 
measure with those who contend that ability to spell is a 
eift, like an ear for music, yet it is true that the person who 
lacks this ability is by common consent considered badly 
educated. Under these circumstances some careful exper- 
imenting to see whether the “gift”? may not be capable of 
- more rapid cultivation among us seems to be in order in the 


_ High school. .

Mr. Marshall O. Edson, Superintendent of Schools ;— 


’ Dear Sir:— 


The pencil, the crayon, and the brush have followed a 
_ course very similar to that of previous years, and there is 
nothing particularly new to report. 

Considering that the classes at the High school are always 
hampered by lack of conveniences, and that the present 
class has necessarilly been left much to itself, good work 
has been done. 


' 
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Results in the Grammar and Primary grades have been — 
satisfactory on the whole and along the usual lines. Spec-— 
ial drill in form study is needed in all the schools. The 
Christmas work has been very interesting. Decorated 
match-seratchers, calendars, fancy boxes, and memorandum 
pads, and other articles were made. Stencil designs were | 
cut out that were suitable to apply to table covers, curtains, — 
etc. Others were planned for lamp-shades. All of these 
were acceptable and some of them were successfully used 
as home work. 


It sometimes seems at the end of the year as though the 
Primary grades had more to show for their work than the ~ 
older grades. This is partly because the younger the children 
the faster they work, and thus their results uumber more. 
and also because a large part of their drawings is made — 
with colored crayon which makes them much more effective, — 
although the plain pencil drawing often means more accom- 
plishment. 


I have tried to keep the pupils familiar with all the me- — 
diums, and by the interested co-operation of the teachers the — 
effect has been a pleasant one.

Some considerable expense has been ineur et 1 
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ing a water supply for the East Sandwich school building. 
After several attempts, a good, and it hoped, a permanent 
supply was obtained from a two inch driven well some dis- 
tance from the school. ‘This has been piped into the buikd- 
ing and the pump and necessary fittings put into proper 
shape. 

Early in the spring a slight fire occurred in the Spring 
Hill building, caused by a defect in the chimney, which, 
luckily owing to its timely discovery, was extinguished be- 
fore doing any serious damage. 


Repairs have also been made in the School Street build- 
ing. The outbuildings were removed from the “Green 
School” on Franklin Street to the Grammar School, and 
surrounded by a high fence or screen. The electric bells 
have been overhauled and the system improved. Other 
buildinys are sadly in need of attention. The High School 
needs something done to the roof, either repaired or newly 
shingled. The walls need retinting, and slate boards should 
replace the unsatisfactory blackboards now in use. 


Transportation is being furnished to eleven High School 
students by railroad and three by team. The committee ex- 
pects but little change in the number of students to be fur- 
nished transportation during the year 1909. 


Under the provisions of Chapter 502, Acts of 1906, 
“The school committee of every city and town in the Com- 
monwealth shall appoint one or more school physicians, and 
shall provide them with all proper facilities for the per- 
formance of their duties as ‘prescribed by this act.” The 
expense which a town may incur shall not exceed the 
amount appropriated for the purpose by a town meeting.

The latest duty enjoined upon the schools by law bring 
them actively into the present general crusade against tl 
“great white plague.” Chap. 181, Acts of 1908, ee : 
that the schools shall give instruction regarding the caus 
and means of prevention of tuberculosis. Teachers mus 
immediately prepare themselves by study of the subject a 
of methods of teaching it to give effective instruction. 
doubt such instruction may hasten somewhat the disappea 
ance of the scourge which destroys in our country mo 
than one hundred and fifty thousand people every year. 

In order that these various legal measures may produ 
the desired result, several things are essential. Amo 
them are these: (1) Local school authorities must pi 
vide entirely sanitary conditions as regards school buildir 
their attachments and their furniture. (2) Janitors mi 
be intelligent and faithful in the care of the buildings. ( 
Teachers must be intelligent and watchful in ways of mi 
taining hygienic conditions in the rooms in respect to t 
perature, ventilation, the posture of children, and in the- 
of materials and utensils. Instruction in hygiene must 
made practical and personal. The physiology taught sh 
be applied physiology. Lessons on the structure and 4 
of the teeth should result in the purchase and use of t 
brushes by pupils. Lessons on respiration shoe 
the ventilation of sleeping rooms at home. Effective 
sons on narcotics will cause a boy to say “No” when 0 
a cigaret. - 

The place of the teacher in this great campaign for: 
is thus expressed by Secretary Martin in the Seve 
Report of the Board of Education : 


The fact hag been made apparent by all the recent exp 
the world over that, in matters of health as in the proce 
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laters in the last analysis the teacher holds the key to the 
ituation. 

a ‘The schoolhouses may be constructed ever so perfectly, the phy- 
icians and nurses may do their work in inspection and diagnosis 
nd treatment ever so skillfully, the school program may make the 
nost elaborate provision for physical training; but unless the 
eacher knows the human body and the conditions of health and 
how to secure them, and takes as much interest in helping her 
shildren to be well anil to keep well as she does in helping them 
1 their scholastic work, unless she comes to feel as much respon- 
bility for one as the other, school hygiene will languish and 
rove ineffective. 


Great as the work of a qualified teacher may be in pro- 
joting health, another factor must be joined with it. The 
sooperation of the home with the efforts of the school is 
ec ed to make those efforts most useful. Home practice © 
hich is the opposite of the school teaching will largely 
ullify the latter. 

That our children may pass through the schools with 
alth and vigor not only unimpaired but increased is an 
id worthy the utmost effort of all concerned.

URING the year there have oceurred two vacancies in 

the Committee, the first oecassioned by the death on 
May 25th of Dr. R. H. Faunce, and the second by the res- 
ignation on September 26, M. R. Kerr, he having ’ 
from the town. ‘The first vacancy was filled by the ap- 
pointment of Harriet A. Morse on June 5th, and the second 
by the appointment of Charles M. Thompson on the 14th 
of October. These appointments cover only the time to 
Annual Town Meeting in March next when the vacane 
for the unexpired term must be filled by the voters. 


On July 15th 1908, M. O. Edson, Superintendent o

In September a school cencus was taken, according to 
law, by J. H. Stevens. ‘This census shows that between 
the ages of 5 and 15 there are 144 and 127 girls, and be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 14 there are 102 boys and 96 girls. — 

The present membership of the schools is 270. | 
Reference to the report of the superintendent is made for — 
detailed statistics and other matters of interest connected — 
with the work of the schools.

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Of the thirty teachers and supervisors now employed in 
the union, fifteen began their work in the fall term 
Seven were engaged since the beginning of my service, 
Your rule now requires that teachers elected must hay 
completed a normal school or college course or must have: 
had successtul experience in teaching. Strict adherence 1 
this rule seems to me a wise course. 

There are many factors which contribute to the efficiency 
of a school or a system ,of schools. But there is general 
agreement among those who have observed the working ¢ 
schools that the vital, determining factor is the teacher, 
Without the qualified teacher the other factors will have 
meager results. 

In the superintendent’s report for 1897, I find the follos 
ing: | ‘ 

Our teachers are being impressed with the dignity and impo 
ance of their work. . They are learning that the child is the mc 
intricate, the most interesting, and the most important problem 
the world; that education is the supreme concern of human lil 
that teaching is the profoundest science, the highest art, 
noblest profession. They are learning too, that the teacher mu 
make the most careful preparation for her work; that her b 
teaching is by her character and example; that as the teacher

Of the group of teachers who were learning these gr 
truths eleven years ago two only are with us today. W: 
a body of teachers to continue learning thus for a series 
years and to act in accordance with the truths mentio1 
some marvelous schools would be the result. The fae 
that fundamental educational truth is adequately gra 
and translated into schoolroom practice only through ye 
of serious study and thoughtful experience. High efficic 
in the actual work of education is too precious a posses 
to be won by listening to a few convention or teack 
meeting talks or even through a course in a normal sch 
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This school may set prospective teachers in the right road 
and bid them “move steadily and unfalteringly along the 
infinite line of unrealized possibilities.” But the actual 
movement must be the result of the teacher’s own eftort, 
and the progress of each will be determined by the degree 
4 ‘natural ability possessed and by the amount of well 
directed energy expended. The old fashioned way of per- 
sistent hard work directed toward an end in which the 
worker is genuinely interested is the road to high success in 
eaching as in all other callings. 

We sas several teachers who have reached marked ef- 
‘fic by this way. All our beginners have made a good 
= , and some are making excellent progress. None have 
en Banal among either elié old or the new teachers, who 
| ave reached the limit of possible efficiency. In the case of 
the teacher, progress may be perpetual. 


. THE SUPERINTENDENT. 
ie, 

“Since 1902 every town and city in Massachusetts has 
een required by statute to employ a superintendent, “who 
nder the direction and control of the Committee shall have 
le care and supervision of the public schools.” It is nat- 
ral that among the three hundred and fifty-four com- 
ittees there should arise great variety in the interpretation 
the phrase “direction and control.” Dr. John T. Prince, 
‘Agent of the Board of Education, in a report to the Board 
some years since, made the following recommendation : 

Phe powers and duties of a superintendent should consist main- 
of matters directly relating to the teaching and training of chil- 
M, including (1) advisory power with respect to the building 
i alteration of school-houses, the selection of equipments, the 
petion of a course of studies, the election and dismissal of teach- 
of: and the expulsion of pupils; (2) full power with respect to the 


> of apparatus and supplies, the preparation of course of stud- 
a : : 
& he nomination of teachers, the filling of temporary vacancies 
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in the teaching force, the supervision of teachers’ work, the calling 
and conducting of teachers’ meetings and the classification an¢ 
promotion of pupils. 


You have adopted the policy recommended by Dr. Prince, 
and have thus given your superintendent ample powers ar 
have placed upon him corresponding responsibilities. Re 
garding the ways in which a superintendent may best per 
form his duties there exists in practice much diversity 
though general agreement in essentials is growing uf 
Suparintendonte look for guidance to the Secretary an 
Agents of the Board of Education. In the sixty-eight 
report of the Board, Secretary Martin discusses the subjec 
and from his discussion I have adapted the following : 


A school superintendent is a person whose profession is to c mat 
school ideals, to set up school standards, and to hold teachers 1 
to them. A good superintendent is like the director in a gymn 
sium who is constantly raising the vaulting bar a Httle higher 
adding a litte to the weight of the bells and clubs. 

Any substantial progress may be uoped for only by a gene 
uplift of the teachers already in service, For this the super 
tendents are primarily responsible. That is what they are for. T 
State provides two instrumentalities for training teachers, the 1 n 
mal schools and the superintendency, and one is as nece 
the other and as responsible. 

A superintendent cannot increase the natural ability of his te 
ers, but he can help them to make the most of what ability t 
have. He may discover latent power, and he may prevent po? 
from going to waste by keeping it within useful channels. le 
not directly improve their scholarship, but he can help the teac 
to see their limitations, and he may suggest needed lines of st 
and direct the teachers in pursuing them. He must inst 
principles and train in practice. His influence must be 0 
lighten, to stimulate, to encourage and to restrain. This 1 
Should be definitely planned and systematically carried te 
The means will be private advice and suggestions, public m 
directions as to books to be read, and quiet insistence upo Nis st 
Every corps of teachers should feel the forceful influ 
thoughtful, judicious, growing superintendent, a man who fs 
and sane, J yi

It will be seen that in order to approximate choad vt 
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set by our leaders a superintendent must travel the way of 
“persistent hard work” along with his teachers. A common 
interest in “the teaching and training of children” should 
unite teachers and superintendent in cooperative effort. 
This interest in one’s calling and in everything which may 
aid in the successful pursuit of it, we call “professional 
spirit.” Its presence must be assumed in all efforts of the 
St perintendent to develop greater efficiency in a corps of 
t Becher. I am glad to report having found a good degree 
of this “professional spirit” among my associates. 

14 Definite plans along the lines “pointed out by Secretary 
Martin are in operation in your towns, and some results of 
tT ecent effort are beginning to appear. As the months pass 
we expect results to become more evident.

4 TEXT-BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


| The new Smith Arithmetics had been adopted just pre- 
ious to my coming and are now in use in all the towns. 
yn my eeeiondation, the Aldine readers have been

fo use as basal readers in the lower grades. This series 
hides «4 a specially valuable aioe for beginning the 
aching of reading. Several primary teachers are already 
curing superior results with this method. 

The Mother Tongue series in language and grammar, the 
ur and McMurry geographies, the Rice Rational spellers, 
d the Whitehouse writing books are the standard texts in 
eir respective subjects, all having been in use for some 
ars. A few changes in high school texts are under con- 
¢ leration. 

A large number of Sep aveaded books and others not now 
able bigs been gathered from the book closets in the 
hoolrooms. Credits for old books at exchange rates have 
een received on bills for new books, salable books have 


a 
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been disposed of to a second-hand dealer, and the remainde 
have been stored for possible future use. ] 

Teachers are making special effort to teach the childrer 
how to use books and to suppress the vandalism so commo; 
among school children. 

In the purchase of school supplies the lowest prices fo 
suitable goods are sought. The aim is to secure a dollar's 
worth of real value for every dollar expended. Childre: 
are being trained to use supplies as well as books with car 
and economy. ‘The common tendency to waste and abus 
of free material is specially evident among school children 
and constant vigilance on the part of teachers is required t 
counteract the tendency. The aim is not only to save th 
town from loss, but to develop in the pupils habits « 
thrift and of regard for the rights of others. 


THE HEALTH OF SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


This is a matter of vital concern not only to parents 
to the State. A prominent writer on the subject says: 

The public schools are a public trust, through whose portals 
parents should confidently lead their offspring, feeling that wh 
the care of these young lives is transferred to the supervision 
the school authorities they are safe from harm, and will at least 
handed back to them in as good condition as they were at first. 


The State attempts to guard the health of pupils in va f 
ways. Vaccination is ay, are before admission to 
school. Children who might be the means of spre 1 
infectious disease are peaaeeye by law, and boards of a 
may close the schools in which such disease has appeat 
Proper cleanliness of buildings and premises may be 
forced by State inspectors under penalties. : d 

Ventilation of all schoolrooms is required by the a 
1888, and the inspectors of public buildings in Massa 
setts require a supply of 30 cu. ft. of air per mir ute 
each pupil occupying a schoolroom. oo.

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_ The law of 1906 makes it the duty of teachers to examine 
each child annually “to ascertain whether he is suffering 
rom defective sight or hearing or from any other disability 
r defect tending to prevent is receiving the full benefit of 
nis school work.” ‘The same law requires the appointment 
01 “school physicians” to whom teachers may refer “for ex- 
u nination and diagnosis” certain specified cases. The 
: chool physician’s ety also includes making “such exami- 
nation of teachers, janitors and school buildings as in his 
pinion the protection of the health of the apts may 
require.” 

Results of great value have come from the examination of 
yupils by teachers. Fitting of glasses to eyes not before 

ka own to be defective, the removal of adenoids, and relief 
rom other disabilities have transformed many apparently 
ull pupils, and have greatly improved their chances tor 
uccess in life. 

“The school physicians have amply proved their value. 

Thile the law does not require it, many towns and cities 
rovide for a thorough physical examination of every child 
the schools by a competent physician every year. 

™ not discoverable by a teacher are thus made known 
id the proper treatment recommended. 

‘For many years the law of the Commonwealth has pre- 
ribed that in all public schools instruction be given in: 
lysiology and hygiene with “special instruction as to the 
ects of alcoholic drinks, stimulants, and narcotics on the 
man system.” Mere instruction, and even abundant 
iowledge, may be ineffective as influencing action. A 
mous university professor who wrote text-books for 
oe in which the effects of alcoholic drinks were fully 
sated, himself died a drunkard. Yet all of us refrain 
rom many acts because we “know better,” and the knowing 
fer is very important. While the results of the required

instruction have not been so great as its promoters hoped 
for, it is likely that such instruction has contributed not ¢ 
little toward the promotion of healthful habits of living. 
The latest duty enjoined upon the schools by law brit os 
them actively into the present general crusade against the 
“great white plague.” Chap. 181, Acts of 1908, provide 
that the schools shall give instruction regarding the causes 
and means of prevention of tuberculosis. Teachers mu: 
immediately prepare themselves by study of the subject an 
of methods of teaching it to give effective instruction. N 
doubt such instruction may hasten somewhat the disappear 
ance of the scourge which destroys in our country mor 
than one hundred and fifty thousand people every year. — 
In order that these various legal measures may produ 
the desired ‘result, several things are essential. Amon 
them are these: (1) Local school authorities must pr 
vide entirely sanitary conditions as regards school building 
their attachments and their furniture. (2) Janitors mu 
be intelligent and faithful in the care of the buildings. (é 
Teachers must be intelligent and watchful in ways of main 
taining hygienic conditions in the rooms in respect to 
perature, ventilation, the posture of children, and in the t 
of materials and utensils.

_ they can make some gain “with a ruler.” 
! _ Within a week I have received from the Massachusetts Agricul- 
} tural College an outline of a course in agriculture, intended by 
| its authors to be used in the eighth, ninth, or tenth grades. In 
my opinion, it is perfectly feasible to introduce this in our school, 
if it seems good to the committee to do so. It will not; to be 
sure, make agriculturists of any of the boys and girls, but it will 
| teach them a good many of the fundamentals regarding soils and 
) plant life, and will furnish applications of ali the sciences now 
! taught. Since much of the apparatus necessary is already in the 
aboratory, and materials can be collected for little or nothing, the 
expense will be very small. 
| Just here seems a fitting place to express my sense of the indebt- 
| edness of the school, present and future, to Miss Kerr for her 
anergy in labelling and cataloguing the minerals, which have 
deen a part of its equipment for twenty-five years, but of which 
there has heretofore been no record.

['o the School Committee of the Town of Sandwich: 


In presenting to you my first report, which will be re- 
orded as the eighteenth annual report since the formation 
if this “ superintendency union,” I am keenly reminded of 
e sad circumstances which resulted last March in my call 
i the work of school supervision in this “district.” I be- 
eve it is but fitting for me at this time to record my 
preciation of the work of my predecessor, cut off so un- 
xpectedly in the prime of his manhood. Mr. Jones left 
ehind him a record of absolute faithfulness and conscien- 
s devotion to duty, of purity of character and nobility 
3 ite, to bear testimony that he lived a man among men, 
arous of impulse, kind of heart, well meriting the 
ibute of his brother superintendents—*“ He impressed ‘all as 
nan of great force of character, and a Christian gentleman 
Bitte worth.” 

t became my duty to tuke up the work thus strangely 
te Si ntea and to become inside of a twelve-month period 
7 time the third superintendent to have acne charge of 
ho« ol matters in this “superintendency union.” I appre- 
te to the fullest extent the kindness of those who, thus 
by. bereft, found time to extend generous aid to me at 
Be dpmongement of my work, and also the hearty co- 
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operation and help which was then, and has Penauea to be 
generously given me by*the teachers and the members of 
the town school committees. j 

In order that there might be the least possible torrie 
tion in school work through the removal of two superin- 
tendents in so short a time the work of the spring term was 
given up almost entirely to observation of conditions an d 
becoming generally acquainted with the teachers and 
methods employed by them. At the close of the year’s” 
work in June it was evident that things were upon a norma 
basis for the visible results of the year’s efforts proved 
unmistakably good. I have endeavored, while seeking to” 
continue the Saba things already established in your school 
to assume a policy that shall mean steady progress and 
greater efficiency, suggesting innovations and planning to 
make changes only after becoming convinced that such are | 
a vital necessity and after they have received your full en= 
dorsement. 


ATTENDANCE. 


I call attention to the fact that statistics of attendance a 
for the school year closing in June, 1909, and for the a 
term of that year. The records of attendance show F 
increase over those of the preceding year of 35.7 in average 
membership, 34.2 in average attendance, and about 1 
cent. in the general percentage. A decrease in the scho 
enumeration last fall would indicate a probable slight di 
crease in the attendance records of the present school yea

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Twenty-nine regular tenia and two supervisors — 
now employed in this “union.” Of the teachers emplo: 
at the commencement of the fall term in September se 
are graduates of colleges (Brown, Dartmouth, Harvard 
Wellesley), and fourteen graduates of either norm 
training schools. This record of twenty-one teachers 
such strong educational equipment is one in which we 
well take pride. It is doubtful if it is excelled in any ¢ 
trict on Cape Cod or in many superintendency unions in 
state. Of the twelve teachers employed in the schools 
Sandwich two are college and seven normal or 
school graduates. This high order of scholastic attair 
would imply general excellence in teaching ability. 
wich is fortunate not only in the “personnel” of its te: 
ing force but in the fact that all but two of its grade teae 
are residents of the town. This gives the town a 
opportunity to secure the services of able teachers u 
an inadequate wage schedule. It has been necessar’ 
again fill the positions of the two iod-eeetdenens 
the resignation of Miss Mary A. Benson of East San 
school being received at the close of the fall term, df 
of Miss Alice G. Dolloff.of Forestdale school takingyy 
on January 28th.

When everything has been taken into considera 
must be admitted that the teacher is “the vital factor” 
life of the school. Given an earnest, entht a 
optimistic teacher of refinement and culture, sith a rz 
of personality that is inherent, not acquired, and 
school will be a success. Such a teacher does 1 a 
management, method or discipline because her ¢ 
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id temperamental fitness are bound to win her the support 
d co-operation of her pupils. How true it is that most of 
e failures are due far more to the “temperamental” lack 
an to the lack of a sufficient education! One superin- 
mdent has well summed up this thought under the cap- 
on, “The One Thing Needful.”

; SALARIES. 


It is not my purpose to enter into any extended argu- 
ent in support of the assertion that the teachers’ salary 
chedule of our town is in some degree low and inadequate. 
Yor would I fail, at the outset, to call your attention to the 
act that the wages of the high school and grammar school 
incipals and of all grade teachers who had taught one 
fear in the town were increased at the beginning of the 
thool year last September. Such action by the committee 
| IS: a graceful acknowledgment of good service rendered 
1 appreciated to the fullest extent. I would simply 
ng to your attention this one significant fact, viz: that 


ti 
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a minimum salary of $9 or $10 per week, aggregating for 
school year of thirty-six weeks either $324 or $360 | 
year is not an adequate living wage. Divided by the f 
two weeks of the calendar year it means $6.23 or $6. 92 | 
week. Nowhere does board at the present prevailing pric 
cost less thin $5 per week. Is it any wonder that wt 
ever vacancies occur it is an hereulean task to attemy 
fill them with teachers of suitable educational equipment 
with sufficient training or experience to warrant their 
tion? 

A remedy for just such conditions has been sought a 
many states have taken up this matter of ees td 
legislative enactment, the minimum salary of trait 
tesshats: The spirit of the new law passed on May 7 
1909 by the General Assembly of Rhode Island, which ¢ 
into effect in September of this year, is excellent 
marks a decided step in the educational progress of t 
state. The law is quoted herewith: 


An Act to Secure Greater Efficiency in Teaching i 
Public Schools of Rhode Island 


(¥

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 


‘Section 1. The annual salary of a teacher regular 
employed in any public school of this state, except 
cases of persons engaged in practice-teaching ing 
state or city training schools, on or after the f 4 
September in the year one thousand nine hundred s 
ten, shall not be less than four hundred dollars. 

Sec. 2. Any town conforming to the provis 
section one of this act shall be entitled to wien 
the state annually, for each teacher employed 
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" school year, a sum equal to one-half of the excess four 
~ hundred dollars is over the average salary paid to any 
teacher for the school year of arc town ending in the 


_ year one thousand nine hundred and nine. 
a 


It is further a significant fact that for some years the 
town of Barnstable, a typical Cape Cod town, has placed 
s salary schedule upon just such a basis as is required by 
the new Rhode Island law, the least salary paid to any 
heginner, with normal training or with some experience, 
veing $405 per year, or $11.25 per week for a school year 
f thirty-six weeks. I firmly believe that such a schedule, 
Be acly, a minimum wage of $400, adopted by our town 
would not inflict a hardship upon the taxpayer and would 
pay many fold in the increased efficiency of the schools by 
yiving us an opportunity to keep good teachers more than 
a single year orterm. The increase in the financial appro- 
priation requisite to put such a schedule into effect would 
be approximately $400. 


TEXT BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


A few changes have been made during the year in the 
uatter of text books. The second year of the new Smith 
Arithmetic has proved more of a success than the first, yet 
n many instances we hear unfavorable comment upon it and 
3el that it fails primarily to satisfy the individual teacher as 
© its worth as an adequately simple yet practical book. 
The Aldine Readers, recommended for use by my predeces- 
c a and adopted to a somewhat limited degree throughout 
° towns of the district, receive my unqualified a oheatell 
se Nea is in most respects superior as a method of 
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teaching reading and the adoption of these books as a 
reading series is now complete. A change has also be 
made in the text book in History, Gordy’s United Sta 
History replacing the Montgomery series. In writing,. 
“Economy System of Penmanship,” a system with tablet anc 
loose sheets, has taken the place of the formal writing book. 
The many advantages of such a system over the old foldin; 
book are evident when we consider the absolute inabili 
of pupils when using books to maintain a good in, 
position and exercise tree pen movement under the cram 
conditions existing with the present small desk surfaces. 

Considerable new apparatus and new text books for th 
High School have been purchased during the year. The ait 
in the purchasing of general supplies has been neither “ge 
the best only” nor yet “buy the cheapest.” Both tl 
methods of purchasing are expensive, the one an unnecessat 
expense, the other a false economy. We aim to buy a goc 
article at the lowest price consistent with securing genu 
quality in the material purchased, believing that in this wa 
the interests of the pupils who use the material and the 
lic who pay the bills are best served. I believe pupils 
teachers are co-operating heartily to prevent waste ange 
travagance in the use of this free material.

This condition gives rise to a marked 
nand for technical subjects, for courses in physics, 
emistry, physiology, mechanical drawing, and mathe-— 
tics. Few schools, I believe, of the size of ours have 
large classes and lay the stress on these subjects that we 
ReARIORS are this year both elementary and advanced 

s in physics, in physiology, and in mechanical draw- 
Band an advanced class in chemistry. It is the aim in 
» elementary classes to make the work largely descrip- 
e, as little mathematical as possible, and as practical and 
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illustrative of everyday life and surrtunaiieenn as we 
how. Emphasis upon laboratory work and problems: 
reserved for the advanced classes. The additional appa 
tus and new text-books in physics which we acquired th 
year make it possible for us to give a course which thou, 
conducted on a smaller scale, is just as thorough and co 
plete as those offered in any of the best equipped schools 

The new text-books in both the physies and chemis 
have been selected because along with a definite knowle 
of the underlying principles of the seience, they lay par 
ular emphasis upon commercial p and p 
aspects. The instruction in the ph » mechan 
drawing, and mathematics is likewise ignideumbad from | 
same point-of-view. Our course in the elements of 
keeping is given in response to the same demand for pra 
cal subjects, and the large number who have ele 
course give evidence of this demand. We are not atte 
ing to make the High School a technical or business seh 
we do not mean to ignore or slight our courses in ¢ 
information, but local conditions do present a 
demand for preparation along technical and scientific 1 
and this demand is one of the things that we feel c 
especial consideration and effort on our part. 

The life and atmosphere of the school has imp 
favorably from the-first. For the most part the pup 
taken a live and genuine attitude toward their work 
a wholesome attitade toward each other. This little 
munity feeling and school spirit means a lot in the 
run, it is something which has been developed durin 
years and which we feel that we will do well to” 

enlarge. Our policy of discipline, in so far as 3 
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conscious of any formulated policy, is carried out with this 
idea in mind. We thoroughly believe in the discipline 
hat takes care of itself, in the development of that senti- 
ment, on the part of the student body, that little “esprit de 
corps,” which makes discipline, as such, unnecessary. 
Cc utside of exceptional cases, an appeal to the student’s 
sense of honor and fair play is all that is ever called for. 
‘his is the only kind of discipline, we believe, that con- 
tributes to the life and swing of the recitation, and ‘the 
self-respect of the school. 
_ This year the High School has begun its sessions at 8.45 
mstead of nine o’clock, and an additional fifteen minutes 
s been added to the noon recess. This gives a larger 
r number an opportunity to go home to a hot lunch at noon, 
ad in permitable weather at least, allows a longer time for. 
ol loor exercise and physical relaxation. Less hurried 
lunches on the part of those who stay at school noons, and 
y pponger recreation period placed in the midst of a five-hour 
stretch of recitation and study is bound, I believe, to have 
salutary effect on the physical and therefore the intel- 
»ctual welfare of the pupils. 
: te members of the ninth grade this year have in accord- 
» with the estendent’ s wish been taught no algebra 
us tae During the first half of the year while they have 
eer adjusting themselves to high school studies and 
hethods, we have given them a course in arithmetic, the 
irst part of which consisted of a review of essential prin- 
4 es, and the last part of an introduction to algebra, 
rithmetie in its algebraic relations, the attempt being to 
jake the pupil feel that there is essentially no sharp dis- 
ri ction between the two. The first part of the course has 
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been valuable, I think, in developing and fixing certain 
fundamental conceptions, and the last part in ring the 
way for the algebra which is to come the last half of the 
year, thus making the transition between the two studies 
more natural and easy. | . 

In calling attention to these things I have been seekin, 
simply to give some little understanding of the purpose 
and attitude of the present teachers in the school, because 
I believe the townspeople are entitled to know somethir 
of this attitude. If there is one thing that our school neec 
it is more visitors. We teachers need them, the pupi 
need them, they’re bound to increase in both teachers an 
pupils pride and respect for the school. The pupils 1 , 
them for another reason; there’s nothing that will flatt 
out a vigorous and progressive recitation in our school § 
quickly as the entrance of a visitor. The pupils, at lea 
the younger ones, are at once disconcerted, self-consciot 
and afraid to trust themselves. There is a noticeable ¢ 
trast in this respect between the pupils in the irgs'a 
schools, where visitors are frequent and where the rec atl 
proceeds with the same easy and self-confident progr 
when the visitors are present, and the students in our o 
smaller high school. The only remedy I know of call 
more visitors. laces ts, 

I find by the school records that the following 
last June: Mary Carleton, Mary E, Donovan, W 
W. Jones, and Winifred M. Murphy: Four expe 
graduate this year, three of whom are going to coll 
one to normal school. This school ought a 
pride in the large percentage of its graduates wie 
their education in higher institutions, and vee 
all accounts done unusually creditable work t 
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Permit me to express my uppreciation and gratitude for 
b he conscientious work and loyal co-operation of those who 
are teaching with me in the High School; we realize that it 
‘is only through the combined and harmonious efforts of us 
all, that results can be accomplished and the best interests 
of me school promoted.

_ The work of the Grammar School was marked by a gen- 
eral increase in efficiency if the results of the final examina- 
tion for admission to the ninth grade of the High School 
may be taken as any criterion. 

_ The one-room school presents the ever-recurring problem 
mt por the teacher of how to crowd into the day’s work teach- 
ing that shall give each grade an approximately fair propor- 
Me of time and secure permanent results without com- 
pletely undermining her health or ruining her temper and 
disposition, There are five one-room schools in town 
pyriated at Jarvesville, Spring Hill, East Sandwich, South 
“aie and Forestdale. Jarvesville school opened in 
> faJl with an enrolment of twenty-three pupils. It 
Be aon pupils of the first and third grades and was 
_ planned as a relief to overcrowded conditions in the third 
grade of the School Street building. Equipped with the 
ew furniture (adjustable desks and seats), and with all 
Fippltes and books that are requisite, its grade work 
"aie closely the work of similar grades in the School 
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A recommendation of the school committee in its repor 
last year stated, “ We believe it to be essential to the cor 
fort and convenience of the scholars that the desks in us 
at the present time be exchanged for desks of a more moc 
ern type. This can be done gradually as necessity requires. 
Such provision is particularly desirable in schools such 
Spring Hill and East Sandwich, and the installing of ne 
furniture this year in either of these larger one-roor 
schools would be a welcome improvement. ) 

The plan of conducting separate schools at South § 
wich and Forestdale worked well during the last scho 
year and in view of the present size of these schools, (nun 
bering 13 and 11 pupils respectively), and the earne 
desire of parents in both settlements to retain their schoo 
independently, I believe it is wise to continue the y 
“two school” policy.

I h this “superintendency union.” Miss Guptill’s report of 
2 work in drawing in both towns (Sandwich and Bourne) 
as follows: 


‘O THE SUPERINTENDENT: 


_As T have served in the position of supervisor of drawing 
2 Sandwich and Bourne but four months my first report 
qust necessarily be somewhat limited as regards past work, 
‘though full of hope for the future. 
_ Best results from the work in drawing seem to come from 
‘Tessons planned to follow the seasons, so in the fall all the 
rades drew from fall grasses, flowers, berries and leaves; 
the subjects and treatment varying with the capabilities of 
> children,—from grasses in colored crayon in the primary 
» fall flowers and berries in water color in the eighth and 
nth grades. 
November, with Thanksgiving Day looming large in 
0 thful minds, gave occasion tor constructive and decora- 
2 work appropriate to the day, as the Thanksgiving table 
nd chairs, Thanksgiving booklets, and portfolios of pic- 
tures showing the life of the Puritans or other subjects per- 
taining to the season. 
| Though December was a short month in number of school 
ays, the amount of work done in preparation for Christmas 
stivities was large, though not as good in quality as it 
pale have been. ‘The anvils made aid. dacancaal candy 
xxes, baskets and cornucopias for their Christmas trees, 
blotters, match scratchers, book marks, etc., as gifts. 
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This work suffered from lack of time for neat and ace 
rate workmanship, which necessitates having the work 
peated until it is well done. 

The winter months will be oceupied in drawing obje 
work in which the classes seem to have been well drilled 
the former supervisor. The spring term gives time for t 
study of design. Arrangement of units, spacing of figur 
and background, designs from abstract and floral fo 
and pleasing color harmony, combined in some object ma 
by the pupil, will complete the spring work. 

Drawing in the high schools is limited to one lesson 
two weeks from the supervisor, with a lesson from the h 
school assistant on alternate weeks. Fall work consi 
careful nature drawing in preparation for design, the mak 
of a design suitable for stencilling, cutting the stencil 
applying the design to burlap or denim for a sofa pille 
In view of the limited time (most of the actual stencil 
being done at home) the results were very good. Ok 
drawing and study of design and color follow duri 
winter and spring terms. 

If it were possible for each teacher to have access to se 
good book or magazine devoted to school drawing, s 
the “School Arts Book,” much helpful parr iy we 
found and points explained for which the 
hardly time in her very infrequent visits to fica | 
schools.

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- PHYSICAL WELFARE OF PUPILS. 


As an exhaustive treatment of this subject was made in 
the report of the superintendent last year it seems unnec- 
essary to enter again into a lengthy discussion of the same. 
Such factors as the efficient teaching of hygiene in all the 
schools, the requirement of frequent and strict examination 
concerning sanitary conditions and proper school-room ven- 
tilation, sight and hearing tests, systematic medical inspec- 
tion, and instruction regarding the causes and means of 
‘prevention of tuberculosis and other less wide-spread but 
‘none the less deadly diseases, are matters of keen public 
interest vital to the school and its best work. 

The results of sight and hearing tests made in November 
last disclose the following condition : 


Number of pupils examined, 265 
Reported defective in eyesight, 23 
Percentage of pupils defective in eyesight, 8.7 
Reported defective in hearing, 3 
Percentage of pupils defective in hearing, Leh 
Notices sent to parents, 16 


It is worth a passing notice that very few pupils have 
"any serious defect in hearing, while the number with de- 
\fectivé eyesight is eight times as great. The nerve strain 
| of much book work as well as the poor seating arrange- 
/ments of some school rooms with respect to proper lighting 
jhow their effects quickly in the weakening of the power 
of the eye, and cases of poor vision become more prevalent 


‘ “The he aves of Massachusetts ites to Medical Inspection 
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are of comparatively recent enactment (1906), but under” 
their compulsory provisions much has been done to im- 
prove the general health of school pupils throughout tl 
commonwealth. Medical inspection to be effective in ov 
town should be systematic. I believe it to be wise economy 
for the town through its school committee to arrange fo 
systematic visitation of all schools and inspection of 
pupils therein twice each school year. 

If this inspection included such matters as: geners 
health, pediculosis, eye and ear tests, throat and nose tests. 
(for adenoids and enlarged tonsils), care of the teeth ar 
vaccination, it would be complete enough to serve as ¢ 
definite guide to parents concerning the physical conditic 
of their children and the results would show the reason i 
almost every case why inattention, extreme nervousne 
backwardness, so-called stupidity and mental insufficier 
exist to retard the work of unfortunate individual pupils. 

Medical inspection in the town of Falmouth during tl 
past two years has been very thorough and as siferigea 
the good results it has achieved the records show ¢ 
tions performed upon thirty-eight pupils rendered 1 
and physically unfit because afllicted with “ adentcle 
very fact that thirty-eight parents were willing to pay 
expense of these operations is suflicient proof of the 
of the people in the efficacy of an adequate medical 
tion. In the last report of Supt. George I. Aldrich t 
school committee of Brookline, Mass., we find this obs 
tion: “It is of comparatively little valud to learn vin b 
many cases and to what extent, teeth are affected or 1 
and breathing impaired, unless prompt and effective n 
can be found to remove such evils and prevent tl 
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currence. To secure such results we are rt present de- 
pendent upon the co-operation of parents.” The good 
‘results achieved in Falmouth show that, when the parent is 
made alive to the situation through the inspection of school 
physicians and sees the necessity of prompt action, remedial 
measures are gladly taken. 


MANUAL TRAINING AND INDUSTRIAL 
EDUCATION. 


Much emphasis has been placed during recent years upon 
the idea that training for “efficiency” is the end and aim of 
our school work, and the subjects of Manual Training and 
Industrial Education have held the most prominent place in 
our educational meetings as topics for discussion. With the 
appointment of the first “Industrial Commission” by Gov. 
Douglas in June, 1905, Massachusetts became a leader in 
the development of this phase of educational work. The 
results up to date justify much of the commendation that 
ne work has received. 

D. To what extent Manual and Industrial Training is advis- 
uble in our town and school district is certainly a debatable 
question as well as one which interests every citizen. We 
nust note at the very beginning that Manual and Industrial 
i \% ining are two distinct and different things. This is 
Jearly brought to our attention in the most recent report 
- the State Industrial Commission. It says: “Manual 
raining has for its object general education, the education 
rf £ the mind, in part, through the hand. The motive there- 
ore is educational, not ERY If properly and ade- 
uat ely carried on it gives the pupil a general acquaintance 
‘ith ‘mechanical oad constructive activities, and it may 
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make a pupil generally handy, but it goes no farthe 
Industrial Training, on the other hand, means technica 
training of a special character, or training for individt 
trades and individual vocations.” 

One conclusion of the Commission is “That Indus 
education cannot be successfully conducted in elementar 
schools, or high schools which have as their main object s 
general education, because the efficiency of such a school ¢ 
pends on its dominant motive; and that industrial trair 
should not be attempted for young people under fou 
years of age. Manual training, however, should be offe: 
in all grades of the existing publie schools.” 

The state laws of 1895 and 1898 made Manual Traini 
obligatory first in high schools in all cities and towns I 
ing a population of 20,000 or more, and secondly, in 
mentary schools in such cities and towns. I believe it 
along the line of Manual Training that smaller towns suc 
as ours may advance, with a resultant gain in educative Mn 
and efficiency in the community. Sewing, weavit 
basketry, cane work, carving and wood working, « 
the like, are subjects that admit of much developme 
in many simple ways. The two greatest ¢ 
the introduction of such work are an siready 
crowded curriculum, and a teacher untrained in th 
fields of activity. Manual Training may be r 
correlate closely with much of the work in drawing ar 
terest and efliciency may both be added to the ork 
harmonious blending of these two activities. ye 

Space and time forbid an extended discussion of tl 
ject of industrial training. The Boston experiment il 
lic trade schools for both boys and girls is being w 
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ith interest as a unique innovation in the work of the pub- 
lic schools. The boys’ trade schools give as a curriculum 
shop mathematics, industrial history, current events, draw- 
ng (free hand and mechanical), and shop work three hours 
per day either cabinet making or sheet metal working, or 
pecializing in printing and book binding. The girls’ schools 
ach dressmaking, millinery, straw-machine operating, and 
cloth-machine operating. Industrial and trade schools are 
for the most part special schools, many of which hold ses- 
ions in the evening, established in localities where a defi- 
rite and well defined demand for them exists, notably in the 
centres of the cotton and woolen industries, and where the 
boot and shoe, watch making and jewelry industries flourish. 
Their work is practical and helpful to large classes of men. 
_ We may fittingly inquire what are the industries of 
our particular locality and environment? Chiefly cran- 
berry and poultry raising. The phase of industrial 
ining best emphasized here, therefore, must be some form 
the agricultural. Agricultural schools, as special and 
distinct schools, are being developed in different sections of 
the state under state patronage, to supplement the work of 
he common schools. 
_ These schools are not to be public high schools with 
agricultural courses but independent, practical agricultural 
schools. Each school will aim to provide for the needs of 
oupils within the boundaries of the immediate section in 
which it is located. The provisional courses as outlined 
for such schools are inviting. Girls would be given, with 
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in practical agriculture, industrial training in metal, woo 
and building trades for farm purposes, theoretical courses 
in farming, and certain broadening subjects. Both bo; 
and girls would learn gardening, greenhouse and hott 
management, the care of milk and cream, butter makin 
poultry rearing, fruit raising, the packing of small prod 
for market. In view of the prospective development alc 
agricultural lines of an estate in this community, — 
matter of agricultural education is of special sign 
cance to residents of Sandwich. We may well a 
ourselyes the question are we doing: all in our pow 
to make the youth efficient, and to train them 
quately for the country environment in which they I 
We cannot expect the local high school to subordin 
work to these ends, but as an educational factor it may hi 
much by encouraging the further pursuit of industrial 
agricultural education on the part of boys and girls wh 
lives would be enriched and made more efficient 
such training. rei 


CONCLUSION, 


It is well that we should recognize the two fold ain 
our public school training—cultare and efficiency. 
cannot divorce the one from the other and reap life's 
benefits. President Faunce of Brown University | 
says: “The most significant facts in education cann 
put on paper, and the most potent forces of. | 
book-keeper and the statistician.’ Education must de 
than prepare a boy or girl to enter some vocation. 
emphasize culture and civic training. It is nek 

of “cultural education” that the broad founc

Somerville, a graduate of Lowell Normal, was nt 
the position in Forestdale. Miss Nolan igne 
Christmas time to accept a position in the Cambridge 
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‘schools, and her place was filled by the appointment of Miss 
: orinne T. Gifford of Provincetown, who has had two years’ 
aining at Bridgewater Normal Béhool, Realizing the im- 
portance of retaining the principals at both the High and 
Grammar schools the committee increased their salaries, and 
their continued good work and popularity attests the wisdom 
of this action.

_ A steady policy of increase in the salaries paid our teach- 
s has been followed during the past two years. I believe 
it to be extremely wise for the town to make such provision 
n the school estimate each year, that a deserved increase 
‘can be paid teachers who are willing to remain with us for 
if Pen of two or more years, and whose work is so good 
th J oe schools must inevitably suffer by their removal. 


- SCHOOL ACCOMMODA TIONS AND PROGRESS.

two years ago stated: “ We believe it to be essential to the 
‘ omfort and convenience of the scholars that the desks in 
ise at the present time be exchanged for desks of a more 
modern type. This can be done as necessity requires.” In

papered, scraped and varnished, and minor repairs made to 
put each in good condition for the opening of the school 
year in September. The members at East Sandwich | 
diminished from 15 to 9 until at the present time this school 
has the smallest enrolment in town. The schools at Sout 
Sandwich and Forestdale keep their number of pupils abc 
the same as last year. The appointment of Normal z 
teachers at all these schools is intended not only to aid i 
the raising of the standard of work accomplished, but 
to convince the parents of the children attending them t 
an honest effort is being made to provide their children wit 
just as good material and with as highly qualified teachers a 
are furnished in any section of the town. 

The work of Jarvesville school last year admirably st 
mented the work of the primary grades in the School § 
building. The classes were first and third grades. Th 
year the grade work at Jarvesville is first and second, t 
overcrowded condition arising at that point. +% 

The work is consistently strong and effective and 
planned to be co-ordinate with the work of the primary roo 
at the Grammar School building. 

The work of the Grammar School shows results simi 
those manifested a yearago. The teachers are none of th 
newly appointed, they are accustomed to their environm 
know their children well, and are able to plan such 
will yield the largest and best results in the developr 
their pupils.

are Maryott’s report of the work, which is herewith 
submitted, is clear and comprehensive. His statement of 
the work attempted in the teaching of agriculture during the 
Bi oasit year, his plan for the Sinination of certain courses 
seemingly unnecessary, the comparison of the present and a 
proposed course submitted for your careful perusal,—these 
i satures have the hearty endorsement of the Superintendent 
and represent my own best judgment. 
The report is as follows: 


‘To THE SUPERINTENDENT : 


_ The work of the first half of the year in the High School 
has progressed well, along the same general lines in texts 
and methods as last year. The enrollment and attendance 
‘e about the same as last year. The attendance is not as 
regular as we feel that we have a right to expect. It seems 
_ to me that pupils and parents generally fail to realize the im- 
"portance of regular and punctual attendance. Nothing so 
interferes with the continuity of the work and retards the 
‘pupil’s progress as absence or tardiness for trifling cause. 
‘Most pupils by the time they reach the High School are 
beyond the age where the school can lawfully do more than 
rE : nt out the retarding influences of irregular attendance or 
dismiss from school when the irregularity comes to have a 
demoralizing influence on the other pupils, actual enforce- 
ment of the student in matters of attendance lying with the 
iat ents themselves. It is a noticeable fact that the students 
oa are habitually absent on stormy days are not, as a rule, 
e who come from East Sandwich and the outlying dis- 
but rather from the village itself. The vigorous 
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co-operation of the parents in this matter is respectfully re- 
quested, as it is positively essential for the best results. 
We have been giving in the High School this year, i 
accordance with the Superintendent’s wishes, a course in 
agriculture which thus far has been a decided success. Th 
class meets twice a week here at the school, and every Mon- 
day goes to the Faunce Demonstration Farm for a dou 
period of practical work, this exercise at the farm each 
being under the direction of Supt. A. W. Doolittle. 
The work here at the school consists of recitations ba 
on text and reference books; laboratory exercises, such a | 
testing soils for capillary action, percolation, Hoa 
capacity, temperatures, and acidity, germination tests, pre 
lems for calculating percentage of nitrogen, phosphates, 
potash in different fertilizers; and reports and disc 
of outside readings assigned in various books on agriculture 
Each member of the class has a large note book in one par 
of which he writes up each classroom demonstration : 
laboratory exercise, in another the reports and abstracts « 
his outside readings, and in another the scores and soil map 
made in connection with his work at the farm. 
The practical and participation side of the course, 
bas been carried out at the weekly exercises at the F 
Farm, has consisted of farm scoring, corn scoring, build | 
cold frames, propogation by cuttings, marking out of 
and lateral drains for bog, soil maps and other vale 
ercises. Through the winter, exercises in orchardi 
been carried out, and in the spring it is hoped that the el 
can have experimental plots on the farm. We aim to « 
relate the work here at the school, which emphasiz a 
principles of agriculture and the application of the scie 


el 
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to it, with that done at the farm; to this end the pupils are 
“generally able to go to the farm ior the participation exercise 
after having ey thorough drill in the principles underlying 
the particular work assigned. Thus, the Faunce Estate affords 
an opportunity for supplementing the study of the science of 
agriculture here at the school, with actual participation at 
the farm in a way which we believe is somewhat unique. 
grhe course has proved a rich field for the applications of 
_ elementary physics, chemistry, and botany, and would seem, 
thus far, to have justified itself as a subject in our curriculum. 
3 There are certain courses which we must teach in the High 
: School, and teach thoroughly, if we continue to hold the col- 
_ lege entrance certificate privilege ; there are other courses in 
our program which fill a need in our community and are es- 
sential even though they are not required for college en- 
‘trance. I would include agriculture in this class; there are 
‘ still others which, I believe, we would do well to either elim- 
‘inate or combine, so that we could concentrate our efforts 
| on what we feel to be most essential, and thereby improve 
the quality of the work. It is a just comment, I think, that 
the smaller high schools often attempt to cover a range of 
“subjects so wide as to make thorough-going learning and in- 
¢ struction in the more fundamental subjects almost an impos- 
sibility. It is because I believe that they would increase 
the efficiency of the work in the high school from the point 
_ of view of both the student and the teacher that I would 
respectfully recommend to the superintendent the following 
| changes in our established program. 
I would eliminate from our curriculum as separate studies 


ogy and advanced botany. These studies can be taught only at 
the sacrifice of thoroughness in other things which we regard 
as more essential. A study like commercial arithmetic ¢ 
fered in the junior year would be elected only by a studen 
expecting to attend a commercial school; in view of the 
that we have no special instructor in comic subject 
such a student would do better to take this study in the thor. 
ough and specialized way in which it would be handled i 
the commercial school itself; the same is true of elementary 
bookkeeping. Advanced physiology and advanced botany, 
it seems to me, are too technical and specialized to be ¢ 
value in our high school work, and moreover not essential, 
in view of the fact that thorough elementary courses can b 
given in these subjects anyway. The amount of attentic 
that could advantageously be devoted to mineralogy wot 
appropriately find its place in the broader subject of ph 
cal geography. Courses like astronomy and trigonometr; 
I understand have seldom, if ever, been elected anyway. 
In addition to these eliminations the proposed progran 
differs from the one now in force in the following ways 
First, in the place of one year of advanced geometry and or 
year of advanced algebra, both elective, a required course ii 
review mathematics is placed in the senior year, consisti 
of a half year each of algebra and geometry. As the pre 
gram now stands it is possible for a pupil to graduate w 
no more algebra than that acquired in the ninth grade. § 
ond, in the place of one year of advanced physics and 
half year of advanced chemistry, both elective, a course 
offered consisting of one-half year of each elective in eith 
the junior or senior year. Third, instead of alternating 1 
required course in élementary physiology and botany w 
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201 + in physical geography and mineralogy, 
Tr quire ed for grade IX one half year each year, 
or physical ge ography required the other half 
ar, these » last two alternating. Fourth, English 
ory is ch ote Leetirn grade XII to grade IX, and Greek 
Roman History from grade IX required to grades X 
I elective hf Fifth, European History is made a required 
n the anio year, and sixth, Agriculture is restricted 
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The daily recitation schedule was changed the middle of 
the second term so as to give an hour and a quarter recess at 
noon, school beginning at eight forty-five and closing for in 
termission at quarter to twelve, beginning again at one ar 
closing at two forty-five. With the old thirty-five mint 
recess, about fifteen pupils went home to lunch, all but 
or three of whom found it necessary to hurry home, ht 
their meals, and then hasten back to avoid being tardy, 
many of those who brought their lunches to school, I am tol 
by their parents, wanted lunch again when they reached he 
in the afternoon. It was because these conditions seer 
unhygienic for a large number that the present pe 
adopted, under which thirty students go home, arriv: 
there at the usual dinner hour and have a reasonable lengt 
of time to dine and return to school. The replies of 
parents living in the village, to all of whom a letter was 
asking whether or not they favored the change showed : 
exceedingly large majority in favor of it.

PHYSICAL WELFARE OF PUPILS 


The results of the eye and ear tests made in Novem! 
vary but little trom those of the year before. I submit the 
for your consideration.

_ While the conditions with regard to lighting are poor in 
t some schoolrooms and account in some measure for a weaken- 
ing of the visual power of pupils, it must be remembered that 
neglect of proper precaution and careless misuse of the 
eyes is the cause in many instances of poor eyesight. Par- 
7 ents are urged to co-operate with the school authorities and 
> take immediate action when notified that the eyesight of 
their children is in any degree defective. 
Medical inspection in the town of Sandwich is not system- 
atic and therefore fails to be eflective as it should be. There 
is need of a thorough examination of each child at least twice 
each year as the minimum physical inspection to which our 
school pupils should be subjected. Inspection should in- 
clude such matters as : general state of health, pediculosis, 
eye and ear tests, throat and nose tests (for adenoids and 
alarged tonsils), care of the teeth, vaccination. It would 
en be reasonably effective. I am convinced that many 
snts in Sandwich are keenly alive to their duty in regard 
o the physical well-being of their boys and girls. Numer- 
1s operations have been performed upon different children, 
* t often induced by the parent’s solicitude for the health 
y f his child after being told the conditions by an interested 
bes acher. These operations have all been for adenoids, en- 
ved tonsils, or some other serious affection of the nose or 
. Proper medical inspection reveals clearly these af- 
ctions and leads to more thorough attention to the causes 
Bo ites ill health and a quick application of remedial 
easures by anxious parents. 
“The abolition of the common drinking cup has been an-

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other step in the direction of better and purer health eond - 
tions among school pupils. We are learning slowly the 
great lesson that it is not only necessary to effect a cure fe 
existing diseases, but that it is infinitely better to take all 
precautions to prevent many communicable diseases fasten 
ing upon our boys and girls. Epidemics are not as comn 
as they once were. Isolation of diseases that are “ catching 
has made it possible for many communities to keep the healt 
of the children in the public schools free from general ¢ 


tamination.

Doolittle came to his position on the Faunce Demonst 
Farm and started the activities of that institution. In 
prisingly short time he found it possible to interest the t 
and girls of the elementary schools, and some of the 
school pupils in the operations there undertaken. § 
pupils aided him in building the first poultry houses, t 
visited him at his work very frequently, they were inte 
in the work of planting fruits and vegetables, young t 
and shrubs, they watched intently the work of ineul 
and, by early summer, a strong alliance with the ec 
interests of the town had been established by the f 

Definite work was undertaken with the Grammar gr: 
seventh and eighth, and a suitable text book; (Agri 
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or Beginners, by. Burkett, Stevens & Hill,) was put in use 
: in BP Saptanbar and made the basis from which pupils should 
ret in simple language the rudimentary principles of Agri- 
malture. Since that time Supt. Doolittle has devoted one 
yeriod a week to practical talks and instruction in agricul- 
ture in the Grammar School room. The earlier work in con- 
nection with the schools, the High as well as the Elementary 
schools, consisted in interesting the boys and girls in a 
salthy way in the raising of corn and potatoes and in poul- 
| sehen Late in the spring pupils in Sagamore and in all 
actions of the town of Sandwich were given opportunity to 
‘enrol in contests in corn, potato and poultry raising. Many 
esponded with enthusiasm and an exceedingly creditable 
hibition held in Hunt’s Hall in October, demonstrated to 
‘a large number of visitors the practical nature of the work 
being done. 

_ Supt. Doolittle reported that “the corn shown was of sur- 
prising size and quality and refuted the oft quoted remark 
that corn could not be grown on Cape Cod.”

Nore.— It is planned to offer the general course one year 
and follow it by a course on specified subjects the next. 
Neither is a prerequisite of the other. The course is elective 
for juniors and seniors. 


In a recent special report of the State Board of Educa- 
tion on Agricultural Education, issued by the State Board 
after a specixl commissioner appointed by it had made a 
thorough investigation of the present status of Agricultural 
Education in the state of Massachusetts, we find these three 
significunt statements :

The real reason for this teaching is to train men 
farm better and live better. The better we farm the f 
farmers we need. During the past thirty years the a 
farmed per male worker has increased one-third, and 
crop yields per acre have also increased. . The 7 
object of teaching agriculture in high schools is to 7 
men and women for farm life without their having t 
college. The high schools must do for the many 
agricultural colleges have done for the few. AS 

There will be several secondary benefits. — ? grie 
is one of the best liberal studies for doctors, law; 
chants, teachers and ministers. Probably no oth 
appeals to so many persons. The interest in agr 
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includes nearly all the population. A very large part of 
our city population, particularly of the larger cities, is com- 
ing to take the keenest interest in agricultural questions. 
YVhe number of agricultural inquiries that have come tu the 
. Cornell Experiment Station from New York City within the 
_ past few years is very remarkable, but no more so than the 
movement for the ownership and management of farms by 
| city men. Nearly every one is interested in growing plants 
and animals; and there are some fundamental principles of 
this growth that every boy and girl should have an oppor- 
tunity to learn, if they so desire; not that thcy may become 
_ farmers or farmers’ wives, but for the educational training 
and intellectual interest in life that this knowledge brings. 
_ This training is often as desirable for those who are to live 
- onfarms. We never can wholly separate our interests from

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To THE SUPERINTENDENT: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as Supervisor 
of Musie of the Town of Sandwich. 

Last year our energy was spent in laying a foundation 
for a course in music, and now we are beginning to see some 
results. The interest and enthusiasm shown in the various 
schools is certainly gratifying and should make the towns.- 
people approve the introduction of music instruction in our 
schools. And not this alone, for we are really doing good 
work in the different rooms. The quality of tone, especial- 
ly among the lower grades, the growing ability at sight- 
reading in the intermediate grades, and the fearlessness 
with which the upper grade pupils attack the part-singing is 
surely commendable. 

Just now our special aim is to get the work systematized 
and provide a course of study which shall be of most help 
to the teachers. A uniform grade outline is not yet ad- 
visable because of the various grade combinations; how- 
ever, it is in progress. Teachers of grades I and II are 
furnished with monthly outlines, the plan being to enlarge 
the course each year, next year’s to include grades III and 
IV and possibly V. 

In the lower grades, the work consists of giving the small 
folks simple ideas of time, tune and notation together with 
a love for the right kind of music. This continues through- 
out the grades, growing broader and more complete as the 
development of the child demands it until in the eighth 
grade a pupil should read in any of the nine keys three or 

_ four part songs and exercises, embracing the various time 
and tune problems. 
! My co-workers are always ready and willing to carry 
out my least suggestion and to them is due largely the most 
enjoyable work in the Sandwich schools the past year.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


‘To the Sehool Committee of Sandwich: 


The twenty-first annual report of the Superintendent of 
Schools of the Bourne-Sandwich-Mashpee district is here- 
with respectfully submitted. 

During the present year the management of our schools 
has been along the same conservative lines which have 
characterized the steady and enduring progress of education 
in Massachusetts. 


COURSE OF STUDY 


The successful accomplishment of any undertaking de- 
_pends in great measure upon having a carefully outlined 
and definite purpose. When I assumed my duties as sup- 
erintendent of the district I found no definite Course of 
Study in use in our elementary schools. The natural 
outcome was that the work of pupils of the same 
grade varied in different schools. The result of this is 
seen when our ninth grade, coming from different schools 
in town is united as one class. After preparing in 
part a course suitable for the district, your superintendent 
learned that the State Board of Education was soon to issue 
a course of study for grades one to six. This course of 
study, prepared by the Normal School instructors of 
Massachusetts with advice and suggestions from many edu- 
cational authorities, was issued last July and after being 
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discussed by members of the summer schools under the di-— 
rection of Dr. David Snedden, Commissioner of Edueation 
of Mass., was printed for distribution. This course, jointly 
edited by experts in their several de : , represents 
much that has been desired in elementary and 
its influence upon this important period of our ‘children’s 
education will be great. Ata regular meeting of the School — 
Committee this course was adopted and is now in operation 
in our schools. Space is lacking to give here an adequate 
outline of this course of study. Complete copies are in the 
hands of each teacher and the seeretary of the school — 
board. ye ag 
NINTH GRADE | | uuu 
In our high school we now have a five years’ course of. 
study. The subjects studied by the ninth grade have been 
high school studies (Algebra, Latin, ete). If four years is — 
ample time in other high schools of the state for college 
and normal school preparation it should be here. Our 
teachers now find the school day too short to teach all th 
required classes. _ Again, each teacher is required to teach 
a greater number of subjects than can be handled with 
credit. Our scholars (admitted to the. first grade in our 
school system at the age of six) after spending eight y 
in the elementary schools and four years in the high wchoall 
will graduate at about eighteen years of age. Unless 
special preparation for future education is sought we can 
hardly expect to retain our scholars in school beyond this 
age. One of the results of shortening the course | 
a larger number of graduates in proportion to year 
ber entering the school. At a recent school ¢ tee 
meeting it was voted to make the high school oceitigg Ov 
years and this change will go into effect next fall 
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MUSIC 


A detailed account of the work in music for the year is 
given in Miss Perry’s report. 

The efficiency of our scholars in this important branch 
is increasing every year and the faithful instruction of 
supervisor and teachers bespeaks still greater efficiency. 

The high school, assisted by soloists will present next 
term a cantata, Lahee’s ‘‘Building of the Ship.’’ This 
entertainment should reflect credit to the music in our 
schools. 

AGRICULTURAL FAIR 


The fair held last fall under the direction of the Board 
of Trade was of great educational value to the community. 
The exhibits of our scholars here and at the Barnstable Fair 
were an indication of the increasing interest in agriculture 
and industrial education and we trust that still greater 
enthusiasm will be shown next year. Our high school 
scholars, who have such excellent opportunities at the 
Faunce Demonstration Farm, should be conspicuous in their 
exhibits at these fairs. Each scholar electing this course 
should raise at least fifty dollars worth of produce in his 
own home garden every year. 


*NO SCHOOL’? SIGNAL 


A ‘‘No School’’ signal on very stormy days is neces- 
sary in every village. Arrangements have been made with 
the Sandwich Freezer Company to have the following sig- 
nals blown whenever it is necessary to omit a school session: 
At 8.05 a.m. or 12.05 p.m.: two blasts, an interval of one 
minute and one blast, no session in first four grades; two 
blasts, an interval of one minute and two more blasts, no 
session in any school. 
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CONCLUSION 


Your former Supt. of Schools, Frederick S. Pope, in his 
last report to the School Committee of Gardner, Mass., says: 

‘“‘It is an easy matter for the public to assume an atti- 
tude of either criticism or praise toward its school system, 
to either depreciate or appreciate the work of its teachers, 
for there are points of both weakness and strength in all 
institutions. We should be careful, however, to lay stress 
on the praise side, to make most of our work constructive 
rather than destructive, and to build up a town pride in our ~ 
schools.’? We owe much to our schools and the schools 
owe much to the community. The condition of our schools 
at any time is due not to any individual but to the attitude 
of every individual in our community. The part which the 
parent or voter has in the welfare of the schools is often 
underestimated. The complete education of the child re- 
quires the co-operation of home and school. It is easy to 
distinguish those pupils who, in their homes, are held to a 
high respect for the schools. When mothers and fathers — 
visit the schools and co-operate willingly and intelligently 
in the work that the teachers are doing there is little talk 
in the home about the shortcomings of teachers. — 

The co-operation and support of parents and committee, 
teachers and pupils is one of the strongest indications of the 
increasing efficiency of our school system and has been — 
highly appreciated by your superintendent.

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


February 3, 1913 
To the Superintendent :— 


Now at the end of my first half vear’s labor for the Town 
of Sandwich, it becomes my duty to make a report to you 
and through you to the citizens, on the work of the High 
School during the past year. After some thought, I have 
decided to treat of the work and difficulty of the school in an 
open, straight-forward manner, calling everything by its 
proper name. I find that the pupils, with a few excep- 
tions, are disinclined to study, and with bad habits of at- 
tendance. 

_ The course of study was in a mixed condition this fall, 
anl it was almost impossible to get three classes to recite 
without conflicts. I patched up the course of study and 
worked it for seven weeks. Finally with your consent I 
put a new and simpler course of study into operation. I 
_ think it is working very well, but it is a makeshift, used to 
tide over unusual conditions. I believe that the ninth 
grade should be done away with, and a straight four year 
High School course be put into operation. I belheve this 
for the following reason: The work of the ninth grade has 
for the last two years at least, been in fact, first yeas High 
School work, with no ninth grade work whatsoever in it. 

Also under existing conditions and with only three 
teachers, it is impossible to give any of the Commercial 
branches and still maintain a course of study that will 
satisfy the New England College Certificate Board and the 
State Commissioners of Education. The Town of Sand- 
wich should have a first-class Commercial Course in its 
High School, that would imply a specialized Commercial 


Vere 
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teacher, which to my knowledge has never been in’ the 
school to date. 3 
Now as to the work we are doing. In English, we are — 
running three classes. I found it necessary to combine the — 
Juniors and Seniors into one class, and the Sophomores anda 
Freshmen into another class; this is a makeshift, but I~ 
think it is working very well. Everyone in school is tak- 
ing English. In Mathematics we are running three classes, — 
Elementary Algebra, Plain Geometry, and Advanced Al- 
gebra. In Science the ninth grade has taken up Physiology, — 
this changes during the next week to Physical Geography. 
The Freshmen are taking up Elementary Physics, which 
requires little apparatus. The boys and girls in the three 
upper classes are taking Agriculture and Domestie Science — 
respectively. The latter is the innovation of the present — 
school year, and I think it is proving suecessful. For the — 
Chemistry that is due for next year a large amount of new 
apparatus will be necessary in order to do good work. In_ 
the languages we are running three classes in Latin, two in — 
French and one in Advanced German. With your baci 
ledge and consent and on the advice of the State C 
sioners of Edueation no Beginners’ German class was car- 
ried on this year, as German is to be dropped next year. 
The State Commissioners of Education reason for this is 
that, in a High School of three teachers two foreign eae 
guages are sufficient. In History we are Piugee ae 
classes, Ancient History for the ninth grade, a 3 
Modern History, an elective for any above the ninth 1 
and a course in United States History and Civil Go 
ment, required of all Juniors and Seniors. The 1

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING 


Wareham, Mass., Feb. 6, 1913 
Mr. Herbert Whitman, Superintendent of Schools: » 
Dear Sir :— 


I have the honor to present to you my third annual re- 
port as Supervisor of Drawing in the Sandwich Public 
Schools. The work has been outlined much the same as 
recorded in last year’s report, and has generally been very 


' faithfully carried out by the teachers. Some excellent work 


has been done in the village schools, and the drawing in the 
rural schools has often been of a higher class than is 
usually found in country schools. When the teacher shows 
interest and enthusiasm it is reflected in the pupils. 

The work is planned in the lower grades to illustrate 
seasons and holidays, both in drawing, cutting and building 
up sand tables. These illustrative sand tables are es- 
pecially good in teaching geography and encouraging crea- 


tive ability. Some teachers—who are strong in drawing—are 


constantly discovering latent talent in their pupils. With en- 
couragement and assistance some day these pupils may be 
doing better work by Being this early training in the 
Manual Arts. 

Whether it be as a carpenter or a mural decorator, or 
any one of a hundred other practical arts, the trained eye 
with the skilled hand is what marks the difference between 
the skilled and the unskilled workman. 

_ Twenty-six pupils were enrolled in the drawing class in 
the High School at the beginning of the year, this number 
is not correct now as some have dropped out for various 
reasons, such as conflicts in the? course of study, leaving 
school, ete. A few have entered sinee the opening of 
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school. It is impossible to do justice to so many. The 
classes are of course mixed and it is a source of much 
gret that I can not have a class of special students doing 
special work. In some cases sufficient talent has been ex- 
hibited that would justify those pupils taking an art co 
in some Normal Art school. The great majority do not 
pursue the subject after leaving the High School, and it has 
seemed best to correlate the drawing with the Domestic 
Science Course. 

I wish to thank the High School teachers who have so 
kindly assisted me, the grade teachers for their pleasant ¢ %, 
operation and you the Superintendent and Committee for 
the courtesies received.
